^Tariff Debates Take Dp the 
Senate’s Tima 


The House Discusses the .Nicaragua 


Canal and Appropriations. 


Uoth Branches Adjourn Till After the 
Holidays. 


[Week Ending Dec. St.] 
M onday.—At 12.40 President pro tem . 
Ingalls laid before the Senate th e resolu 
tion of Mr. Riddleberger proposing a reor­ 
ganization of the Senate after Jan. I, and 
th e author spoke in support of it. He said 
its object was to p u t some other than the 
senator from Kansas in the chair assert­ 
ing th a t he had been the chief figure in the 
m ost disorderly scenes he could recollect 
occurring tm the Senate door. 
He said a chango wa* nece sarv in order 
th a t the faith of the Republican party, 
pledged to a con ideration of tile British 
extradition treaty in open session, m ight be 
k ept.' 
At the conclusion of his rem arks, Mr. Rid- 
dleberger asked leave to w ithdraw there-o- 
lution. b u t ob action was m ade by Mr. H ar­ 
r is of Tennessee, who moved to lay it on the 
table, and called for the yeas and nays, 
after paying a high tribute to Mr. Ingalls’ 
im partiality and ahi lty. F inally the sena­ 
tor from V irginia was perm itted to w ith­ 
draw his resolution, and 
th e incident 
clo-ed. 
A lengthy debate on the tariff bill fol 
low ed, in the course of w hich Mr. Vest re­ 
v e re d to D em ocratic senators as boing rep­ 
resented a ; th e enem ies of tile country. 
Mr. Frye—T h at is so. 
Mr. Vest—It is impossible for th e senator 
from Maine to th in k worse of m e on this 
.Bub ect than I do of him. I th in k th a t if he 
bad a contract to carry this country to u tter 
ruin, he is carrying it to th e best of his 
ability. I honestly believe th a t he is rob­ 
bing the poor of the country, on whose wel­ 
fare depends the welfare of the entire re­ 
public, 
I propose to tight every item in 
this bill if it takes till th e 4th of March. 
The House holiday adjournm ent resolu­ 
tion was laid before th e Senate, and was, on 
m otion of Mr. M orrill, referred to th e com­ 
m ittee on > nance. 
Cox on Im ported A ctors. 
In the House, Mr. Law ler introduced a 
Trill granting a pension ot $12 a m onth.to 
honorably discharged soldiers aud sailors 
60 years of age or over. 
The resolution for a holiday recess from 
Dec. 21 to Jan. 7 was agreed to. 
Mr. Sowden of Bennsylvania, from the 
com m ittee on accounts, reported a resolu­ 
tion appropriating 82000 out of tho contin­ 
gent fund of the House to pay the expenses 
of th e Ford im m igration com m ittee. 
, 
Mr. Dunham ol Illinois thought the com­ 
m ittee had th e appearance of a junketing 
affair. 
Mr. Cox of New York, w hile advocating 
th e ex tra appropriation, thought the com­ 
m ittee was going a little to far in the exer­ 
cise of its functions. Tho com m ittee, ac­ 
cording to the proas, was proposing to pre­ 
v en t foreign actors from com ing into this 
country. 
He was glad th at th e com m ittee 
had not decided th at those people who

to

A m erican 
players. 
They 
should 
have 
th e 
privilege 
of 
seeing 
tragedy,

tile Am erican public. Under the contract 
labor law a foreign m inister had been for­

He hoped th a t this 
thing would not be driven to excess. It was 
well to 
be right, but not excessively 
right. It was well to be a Christian, but 
th ere was no use in joining th e Salvation 
Army. 
W hile ho would vote for the reso­ 
lution. he hoped th a t the com m ittee would 
receive in all good lem per the caution he 
here gave in behalf of those who were fond 
of the dram a and loud of th e church. 
T he resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Hooker of Mississippi and Mr. Barnes 
of Georgia adopted filibustering tactics in 
order to prevent the House from consider­ 
ing the O klahom a bill today. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois, on behalf of the 
com m ittee on territories, m oved to suspend 
th e rules and adopt a resolution m aking the 
^Senate bill for th e adm ission of th e .State 
jot South D akota a special order for tom or­ 
row. and from day to dav un til disposed of. 
provid ng th a t tho om nibus bill m ay be 
offered as a substitute therefor. T hereafter 
other Dills relating to the adm ission of ter­ 
ritories shall be disposed of in the order 
fixed by the com m ittee. 
The motion was agreed to, th e resolution 
adopted, and the House adjourned. 
Voorhees M ixed with Sugar and Salt. 
W kdnesdaY.—In the Senate, Mr. Evarts. 
from th e com m ittee on library, reported 
back w ith verbal am endm ents th e House 
b ill to incorporate the Am erican Historical 
Association. T he am endm ents were agreed 
to and th e bill passed. 
Mr. E dm unds introduced, and had referred 
to the com m ittee on foreign relations, the 
follow ing resolutions: 
. 
Resolved, T h at the governm ent of the 
U nited .states will look w ith serious con­ 
cern and disapproval upon any connection 
of any European governm ent w ith the con­ 
struction or control of any ship canal across 
th e Isthm us of Darien or across Central 
A m erica, ami m ust regard any such con­ 
fectio n or control as in urious to tho just 
frights and interests of the U nited States 
aud as a m enace to their welfare. 
Resolved. T hat the President o fth e United 
S tates he requested to com m unicate the 
expression of th e views of Congress to the 
governpients of t he countries of Europe. 
The Senate resum ed the discussion of the 
tariff bill, taking it up a t paragraph 174. 
freferring to go d leaf. 
In the discussion 
■which followed Mr. Voorhees and Mr. Haw- 
Je y cam e into collision. 
Mr. Voorhees said the hill had been con­ 
ceived in dread and fear of an aw akening 
of public opinion on the subject of unjust, 
oppressive and 
dishonest taxation. 
Its 
ob ect was not the general welfare, nor 
th e reduction of taxation, but m erely lo 
gain tem porary political success. It was 
th e offspring of 
a secret caucus con­ 
clave. He spoke of the savage sectional 
assault made upon sugar, and said th at 
th e reason of it was th at sugar was one of 
th e great agricultural produetsof the South. 
T he ob ect was to protect th e grasping mo- 
nopolios of the North from the pruning 
knife of tariff reform. Coming to the article 
of salt, he declared th at it shoui* be as free 
as any other elem ent of Nature. As if, 
however, th a t enorm ous salt tax was not 
sufficient to inspire th e Am erican people 
W ith deep disgust and hatred of such a 
policy, a discrim ination was m ade iii its ap­ 
plication. and while the pork and beef pro­ 
ducers of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri. 
Iowa and Kansas were forced to pay double 
prices for their salt, th e fisherm en of New 
(England were to have all they w anted for 
th e curing of fish, free of duty. 
Mr. Voorhees w ent on to refer to the 
schedule on wool and its m anufactured 
products, anil said th at th e substitute in­ 
creased the duties there at least $4,000,000 
a r e a r . Tile b ll was. in every part of it, a 
(Cheat and a fraud. The increase of duty on 
flannel goods, lie said, was so rank aud 
flagrant in its wrong and oppression th at it 
w ould go far to educate the people as to the 
ftrue intent of tariff revision by the Republi­ 
can party. The people were in need of 
Cheaper clothing, cheaper blankets, cheaper 
ploughs, cheaper agricultural im plem ents, 
cheaper household g ods and kitchen ware; 
but on all these the rates were to be in­ 
creased, and the people were to have cheap 
Whiskey and tobacco. 
What the Suit, Tax Coat*. 
Mr. Hawley 
replied 
to Mr. Vorheo^’ 
pneech. to w hich, he said, he had listened 
With interest, not because it contained any­ 
th in g new. but as an effort of the im agina­ 
tion in portraying th e sufferings of the 
people. It was am azing to refiect th at, after 
ell the senator had said about th e great 
evils of the tariff, the Dem ocracy had uot, 
during th e last 2 G years, passed a tariff bill 
through Congress; and had never passed 
Due through its own House of Keprese da­ 
tives until last July. As to the senator’s 
Statem ent in regard to salt, he (Mr. Hawley) 
had thought lie would see how much a luau 
Buffered by th at tax. 
A barrel of suit 
Weighed about 280 pounds, and cost not 
over 40 cents. If a m an bought $100 worth 
of salt lie would have 250 barrels, or 70 not) 
pounds, so th at he could have a pound of 
salt a dav for a little over 191 years. If the 
Whole duty n u salt was paid by tho con­ 
sum er it would be equal to about three 
cents a rear apiece for tile people of the 
United Stares. Mr. Bawlov said tho con­ 
sum ption of sugar by the United States ap- 
pcwxminted b.uuu.uuU.ooO pounds a j ear. or 


50 pounds to a person, and the duty on th at 
was about $ 1. 
The discussion was continued, and other 
m atters in connection w ith tho hill were 
th e subjects of argum ents of no public in­ 
terest, and tile Senate adjourned. 
Corrupt P ra ctices at E lection s. 
In th e House Mr. Springer of Illinois 
stated th a t a t a m eeting of the com­ 
m ittee on territories it had been determ ined 
th at the territorial lulls would not be called 
up for consideration until Jan. 15.

T he conference report on th e Senate bill 
regulating appo n uneius in the m arine hos­ 
pital service was subm itted by Mr. 1‘helan 
of Tennessee and agreed to. 
Mr. H olm an of Indiana introduced a bill 
to prevent the corrupt use of money at 
elections. 
tit provides th at it shall be unlaw ful for 
any person to solicit or receive, directly or 
indirectly, or he in any m anner connected 
w ith or concerned in soliciting or receiving 
any assessment, subser ption or contribu­ 
tion of money, or of anything of value, to 
be e pended used or employed in any m an­ 
ner w hatever rn any national election, or in 
the political canvass im m ediately preceding 
the same, to control in any m anner or to in 
any wise influence any such election or tho 
result thereof.] 
Section 2. It shall be unlaw ful for any 
person to give or hand over to any pers ii. 
directly or indirectly, any money or thing 
of value for the purpose, or w ith the intent, 
th at the sam e shall be used, or expended in 
any m anner w hatever, in any national elec­ 
tion or preceding political cam pal n. or to 
influence in any way such election or the 
result thereof, or to aid, prom ote or assist in 
th e election of any person at such elect on 
or to aid or assist in defeating any person 
therein. 
Section 3 declares th at th e foregoing sec­ 
tions shall not be construed as applying to 
any m oney received aud expended iii good 
faith under the laws of any State or T erri­ 
tory for the necessary expenses of any elec­ 
tion. or to money so received and expend d 
for the printing of tickets, or in the publica­ 
tion of any newspaper or other publication. 
or for the dis ribution thereof. 
Section 4 prescribes a punishm ent of im ­ 
prisonm ent for not exceeding three y ea's 
and of a fine not exceeding 15000 for any 
person who violates the provisions of sec­ 
tions I aud 2 of tile act. 
Sections 5. G and , m ake it unlaw ful for 
any person at a national election to offer to 
give or to receive any money or other valu­ 
able thing as a considerai ion for a vote at 
such election, and provides th a t any person 
so offending shall be disfranchised and dis­ 
qualified from holding office for five years, 
and shall also he liable to a fine of not ex­ 
ceeding $5000. and to be im prisoned for not 
exceeding three years. It is provided th at 
in the discretion of the attorney tor the dis­ 
trict in which the offence is com m itted, a 
person who is charged w ith b a v in ; been 
bribed m ay be granted im m unity from 
prosecution upon testifying against the per 
son who bribed or attem pted to bribe him. 
Tile House w ent into c m m ittee of the 
whole on the river and ha: bor bill. Mr. 
C rain of Texas opposed the hill, because it 
did not appropriate enough to carry on the 
work 
of 
internal 
im provem en's. 
Mr. 
Blanchard replied th at he him self believed 
in larger appropriations, but it was more 
politic to bring a bill w ith a m oderate ap­ 
propriation. th a t could be passed, than one 
w ith a larger appropriation th a t woud be 
defeated. Mr. Sowden of Pennsylvania de- 
cl red that of the appropriations previously 
m ade for rivers and harbors nearly $24.- 
000,001 > rem ains unexpended, and he op­ 
posed the tu rth er appropriation of $12,000.- 
000. After lu rth er d erate tho com m ittee 
rose, and the House ad.ourned. 
Mr*. Robltxaon W ant* to V ote. 
The proceedings of the Senate were, apart 
from the inevitable discussion of the Allison 
tariff bill, of no particular interest. Sena­ 
tor Dawes created a ripple of excitem ent by 
introducing a bill to rem ove the political 
disabilities of H arriet Robinson of M iddle­ 
sex county, Mass.. and to declare her a citi­ 
zen of the United States, w ith all the rights 
and powers of citizenship, including the 
privilege of voting and being voted for. The 
bill and an am endm ent which accom panied 
it were referred to the com m ittee on woman 
suffrage.

T hursday.—T he Senate m et at l l o’clock. 
On m otion of 
Mr. Sherm an the House 
am endm ents to the direct tax bill were non­ 
concurred in and a conference ordered. 
Senators Sherm an. M orrill aud Vance were 
appointed co n ferees on the Dart of the 
Senate. 
Mr. Morrill offered an am endm ent to the 
House holiday rece s resolution providing 
for a recess from Friday. Dec. 21, to W ednes­ 
day, Jan. 2. The am endm ent was agreed to. 
Mr. Morrill asked and got unanim ous 
consent th at th e voting on the tariff bill 
and all am endm ents thereto shall begin at 
I o’clock p. rn. on the 2 J st of January next. 
The tariff bill was taken up, beginning 
w ith schedule F, relating to tobacco and 
cigars. W ith a few interruptions it formed 
th e business of the dav. Among the inter 
polated work done was the passage of 
a resolution offered by Mr. Ca l of Florida, 
giving the thanks of Congress to Suoervis- 
iug Surgeon H am ilton and other govern­ 
m ent physicians for 
thoir fide n y 
and 
efficiency in the treatm ent of the yellow 
lever epidem ic in Florida. 
The tariff hill was laid aside, tile progress 
during the day having been about lo pages, 
and th e Senate then took up tho pr.vute 
pensions bills on the calendar. 
All the pension bills on the calendar.90 in 
num ber, were passed, occupying no m in­ 
utes. 
The legislative appropriation mil 
was referred to the Committee on appropri­ 
ations. 
The Senate thou adjourned. 
R iv er and H arbor nill. 
In the House, on m ontion of Mr. Phelan 
of Tennessee, th e Senate am endm ents to 
the House bill for the. incorporation of the 
A m erican Historical Association were con­ 
curred in. 
Mr. Peel of A rkansas subm itted the con- 
feren e report on the bill for the roffef and 
civilization of Hie Chippew a Indians in 
M innesota. 
Agreed to. 
m otion of Mr. M cMillin of Tennessee 
the Senate am endm ent to the holiday re­ 
cess resolution was agreed to. It provides 
for a recess from Friday, Dec. 21, until 
W ednesday, Jan. 2. 
In the consideration m orning hour the 
bill prey ding for paying ceria n advanges 
m ade to the U nited States by M aryland and 
\ irginia for the purpose of aiding in en ct- 
ing public buildings in W ashington was 
taken up, hut after some discussion, for 
lack of tim e, th e hill was w ithdraw n. 
Tho House w ent into com m ittee of the 
whole on tho river ana harbor appropriation 
hill after agreeing th a t the general debate 
should be lim ited to an hour and a hall. 
Mr. Cum m ings of New York 
aid that, iii 
the light of past river and harbor legisla­ 
tion. thoughtful statesm en ought to go 
slow. 
Norfolk, Baltim ore. Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston and Portland should be 
provided for, but they should not bo loaded 
down w ith the W accam aw and th e Saltke- 
batchee rivers. He would vote liberal sum s 
for San Francisco >md San Diego, hut not 
w th Forked Deer and Cowlitz accom pani­ 
m ent. 
Mr. Stew art of Texas defended the hill 
and com m ented on the fact th a t the opposi­ 
tion to such m easures always cam e from 
representatives of New York, which, he 
said. had in the past received more appro­ 
priations than any other locality in the 
country. 
Mr. Fitch of New York, spoke briefly in 
opposition to the substitute of which Mr. 
Grain Brave notice yesterday, increasing the 
aggregate of the bill to $ 22,OOO,Goo. 
Mr. Blan- hard of I ouisiana challenged 
tile gentlem an from New Y'ork (Mr. Cum­ 
mings) to move to strike cu t the appropria­ 
tions for the sm all rivers he ha I meu- 
t oued. He (Mr. Blan hard) could in every 
case give a satisfactory reason for the ap ­ 
propriation. He read the reports of the en­ 
gineers upon two or three of the im prove­ 
m ents ridiculed by Mr. Cummings, in order 
to show th at they were of national im por­ 
tance. 
T he reading of the bill by paragraphs 
having been entered upon. th e com m ittee 
rose aud tile House adjourned. 
T h om as O 'D on n ell of F all R iv er. 


F r i d a y . —In the Senate today Mr. Chan­ 
dler presented three additional m emorials, 
num erously signed, from three voting pre­ 
cincts in O rangeburg county. South Caro­ 
lina. alleging denial of the right of voting 
a t th e late election aud praying an investi­ 
gation. Referred. 
A resolution ordering an investigation of 
the conduct of the office of supervising 
architect was agreed to. 
T he Senate at J o’clock took u p the tariff 
bill, resum ing its consideration at schedule 
1, "cotton m anufactures.” 
Mr. Coke quoted from Hie report of the 
chiel of Hie bureau of statistics, and from 
st tem ents of Edward A tkinson ami Mr. 
B urcbard (ex-director of the mint) to show 
th a t the percentage in cotton m anufactures 
was 21 per c en t.; and he also read from the 
report of Consul Shaw of M anchester, and 
Hie letter from Mr. Blaine as secretary of 
state, to show th a t Hie inequalities of wages 
of English and American operatives are moi e 
than counterbalanced by the greater effi­ 
ciency of the latter and by their longer 
hours of labor. 
As a com panion piece to the "fancy pic­ 
tu re ” which Senator E dm unds recently 
drew of tho enioym ents of the American 
workingm an, Mr. Coke read with running 
comments) the testim ony of Thom as O’Don­ 
nell, a untie spinner rn Fall River, Mass- 
taken by the Blair com m ittee showing th at 
for him self and wife and tw o children he 
had uot earned $150 in a year; that he had 


no help from outside; th at he had a couple 
of dollars' worth of < oal in the preceding 
w inter; th a t he picked up a little wood 
along the shore and shovelled clam s for 
food ; th a t he had not had more than two 
pounds of pork in a m onth and not five 
pounds of beef in a year: th a t his wife had 
only had one dress, costing about 82. since 
h r m arrinsre. six years before; th a t this 
condition of things hail existed for more 
than six years to his knowledge: th at it 
was not confined to him . but there could 
not he less than a thousand operatives in 
Fall Giver in the uke condition; and th at 
be did not know w hat was wrong, but knew 
th a t som ething wa- wrong. T hat. said Mr. 
Coke, is the condition of tho protected 
American workingm an to pav whom and 
t * support whose fam ilies the Am erican 
people are taxed an average of 47 per cent. 
on everything they t at, drink or wear, aud 
e\ en on the grave clothes of the dead. 
Mr. Dawes adm itted th at such cases did 
exist; but he asked Mr. Coke which was 
the better rem edy, to furnish em ploym ent 
or to take It away. 
He quoted Carrol! D. 
W right to show th at the am ount of deposits 
in tim M assachusetts savings hanks was 
$415,000,000, and th at 76 per cent. of th at 
am ount represented the deposits of wage 
earners. 
Mr. Coke turned from the cotton opera­ 
tives of Massachusetts to the m iners of 
Bennsylvania, and quoted the testim ony of 
.John Jarratt, to the effect th a t the condi­ 
tion of the coal in ners num bering at least 
1)0 ,000, is ‘pitiable and m iserable " 
Mr. Hoar denied th at there was any such 
condition of things as th a t described in 
O’Donnell’s testim ony. It was not a true 
picture of the working people of New Eng­ 
land. 
The Senate proceeded to executive busi­ 
ness, and adjourned till W ednesday, Jan. 2. 
N icaragu an Canal Mchrmo. 
The House w ent into com m ittee of the 
whole (Mr. McMillin of Tennessee in Hie 
chair) on the N icaraguan hill. The pend­ 
ing am endm ent was th at offered by Mr. 
.Spinola of New York, lim iting the capital 
stock of the com pany to $ ICO.ODO,OOO. The 
am endm ent was rejected. O ther am end 
m ent- were acted < ii. 
In the course oi a si each in support of the 
bill, Mr. Oates of Alabam a said th at from 
every standpoint theentorpr.se commended 
itself to him. He did not think that it 
would be necessary for tile i n ted States to 
m aintain a large navy to protect American 
interests on the isthm us, nor did lie think 
th at the prose ution 
of tho enterprise 
v ould involve the country in a foreign war. 
W hile he would not welcome a w ar at any 
tim e, he was not sure th at if the cause of 
the United M ates was ust. a foreign war 
would be of detrim ent to this country. He 
was apprehensive th at nothing would over 
com pletely ‘ rad cate sectionalism in this 
country excel© a foreign war, and if it had 
no other benefic ai result, such a w ar would 
be worth the outlay. 
Mr. H erbert of Alabam a coincided with 
the views of his colleague. A foreign war. 
he said, rn gh t prove to he a great blessing 
to the people o f the United M atts, lf tho 
( nitea M ates could have a w ar—a war. of 
course, iii which its cause was ust the 
union of those who fought on different 
sides during the late civil war m ust tend to 
bring ^together the people of the whole 
country. He was afraid th at unless the 
people had a w ar w th a foreign nation, in 
which the people of the South could dem on­ 
strate upon Hie field of battle their loyalty 
to the governm ent, the late war would 
never be forgotten by the North. 
A F leet B etw een T w o Spa*. 
Mr. Scott of Pennsylvania said that, as far 
as he wan concerned, he was repay not only 
to vote for the construction of the canal, 
but (if he could get the opportunity) to vote 
the money ( u t of the treasury to ccutrol it. 
If the country had a foreign war a naval 
fleet plazed in Lake N icaragua, w ith the 
power to go to the A tlantic or Pacific 9ceuu 
would he equivalent to two fleets of any 
other m ilitary nation. The construction of 
an interoceanic canal was inevitable. It was 
the solution vt the short route to the 
indies by way of the Am erican contin­ 
ent. 
T hat it would 
he 
constructed. 
if 
not 
by 
this 
people 
by 
a 
foreign peorde was an undoubted 
fact. 
T hat it should be constructed by American 
capital and by Am erican enterprise, w ent 
w ithout question, and when it was con­ 
structed the men who put their un ney into 
it and had the courage to build it, ought to 
look to the Am erican governm ent to protect 
them in their interests as far as necessary. 
The am endm ent was adopted, 
On motion of Mr. Bland of Missouri an 
am endm ent was adopted, providing th at 
Hie U nited States governm ent shall not he 
stooped from exerc sing at any tim e any 
rights or powers th a t now exist by virtue of 
tile laws of nations, or that m ay be acquired 
through treaty stipulations, relative to tho 
transportation i f Am erican citizens and 
thoir property through the canal. 
Mr. Baker of Illin o s offered an am end­ 
m ent providing th a t the governm ent of the 
United States shall at any tim e, at its own 
opt on. have the right to purchase the entire 
property of the com pany at a price equal to 
its actual cost, w ith interest at the rate of 6 
per cent, per annum . 
This was rejected, hut it was agreed th a t 
it m ight be offered in tile House and a yea 
and nay vote tnkeu upon it. The com m ittee 
then ruse. and the previous question was 
ordered on Hie bill and a endm ents. 
A djourned until \\ eduesday, can. 2,

Arabs Driven from Trenches 
Before Suakin. 


Safety of Stanley and Emin Pasha- 


lord SackviJIe’s Successor. 


Notes Gathered from Many European 
Centres. 


Suakin, Dec. 20.—Before dawn this m orn­ 
ing the British man-of-war S tarling and an 
Egyptian steam er moved up the coast w ith 
orders to uncover the rebels at Handoub. 
At daybreak the forts opened fire upon the 
rebel trenches, and the troops advanced to 
the attack, the black brigade on tho right 
flank and Hie cavalry and m ounted in­ 
fan try cove ring. 
T he Scottish Borderers, the W elsh Regi­ 
m ent and the Egyptian Brigade occupied 
an em bankm ent between the forts, the 
British in antrv being held in reserve. The 
forts shelled the trenches, keeoing up a 
terrific fire. The enem y held their ground 
w ith intense courage until the black bri­ 
gade charged the trenches, which fell after 
an hour’s hard fighting. 
Tile rebels fought w ith fanatical bravery. 
Two of the enem y’s guns were captured. 
The naval brigade did splendid wark. The 
Scottish Borderers are now at work en ­ 
trenching tile rebel position. The enem y 
are retreating tow ard Hasbeen and Tarnal. 
The British force num bers 4000 men. 
A later despatch says the British lost four 
men killed aud two wounded. 
The E gyptian and Soudanese regim ents 
lost two men killed, and 30 wounded. The 
only officers wounded in the attacking 
forces were two Egyptians. 
Tho rebel loss is stated to have been 400. 
An official despatch from General Greu- 
fell dated Suakin. 11.25 a. rn., says: Tho 
enem y’s loss was 400. The Hus?ars are still 
pursuing the Arabs. 
The trenches arc 
nearly tilled, and no tem porary redoubts 
are being rebuilt. Tile joint forces are en­ 
trenched. They will tm ouae on tho field 
tonight, the naval detachm ent w ith the 
m achine guns rem aining in the trenches. 
I have sent the man-of-war Starling and 
all the available steam ers to anchor off 
Handoub, in order to prevent a force from 
H andoub coming upon us. 
During the 
ac. on tile D ervishes were so severely pun­ 
ished th a t we expect to have a quiet night.

T heir institutions. 
I hough differing, are very sim ilar in their

respects to our own, and all 
founded on the sam e love of liberty and 
law and capacity for self-government. It is 
impassible to look upon such a people as 
foreigners, though one is only to speak of 
their country as a foreign power. Of all 
the civilized nations, we alone can under­ 
stand the United States and she alone can 
un erstand us in respect to tho difficulties 
inseparable from the system of party gov- 
t rn men t. Any m isunderstanding arising 
between us would be held to be most de­ 
plorable by a vast m ajority of all think­

Atlantic. 
I 
fear 
th a t 
speaking 
of 
the circum stances as belonging to the 
Ii stoi y of electioneering may have had an 
irritating cheet upon public opinion in 
America. Be th at as it may, it is certain 
th a t any longer delay in filling Lord Sack- 
vilie’s place is liable to be misunderstood 
by the Am erican people. I hold it to he our 
first duty to avoid the possibility of any­ 
thing th a t m ay lead to a w ant of s ncere 
friendship between Hie m other country and 
tho colonies, and alter th a t I consider it our 
second duty to avoid any such possibility 
between the United States anc) ourselves.

FIFTY LIVES LOST. 


Mississippi 
Steamer 
Rate 
Adams Destroyed by Fire. 


PiUt Barton Iliads Her for the Shore. 


Rut She Drifts Away. 


Many Escape Burning to be Drowned 
in the Icy Waters. 


M em ph is, Tenn., Dec. 23.—Tho elegant 
passenger steam er K ate Adams, running as 
a semi weekly packet between Memphis 
rind Arkansas City. was burned this m orn­ 
ing near Commerce Miss.. 40 m iles south 
of this city, and about 40 lives were lost. 
She was en route to M emphis and had 
about 200 peoplo aboard, including lier 
deck and cabin crew of 80, and 25 cabin 
and ho deck passengers, beside 25 colored 
cabin passengers. 
The fire, which caught in some oo'ton 
near Hie forward end of the boilers, was 
discovered about 8 o'clock. The passengers 
were a t breakfast, and when the alarm was 
given they all m ade a rush for Hie forward 
deck. At this tim e Hie steam er was about 
300 yards from the Mississippi side of the 
river, and lier bow was at once headed for 
the shore. 
Bilot J. A. Barton was on watch, and he 
rem ained heroically at his post until she 
was safely landed. Harry Bert, the second 
clerk, was seated at the table when Hie 
alarm was given. He brought all the ladies 
and children forward aud assisted them 
ashore. 
Captain Mark Cheek, who was on the 
hurricane deck, rem ained there, giving his 
com m ands until Hie stage plank was safely 
lowered. 
The fire by this tim e had spread 
all 
through tile cabin, and he was com pelled 
to retreat to the rear. and clim bed over the 
rails and descended to tho catlin. Here ho 
found Chief Clerk W. C. B lanker, who had 
m ade an effort to save Hie money uud 
panels of the steam er, which were in the 
safe. Ile m anaged to grab th e m oney, but 
was cut off from tho bow and forced hack 
into the cabin. As he w as groping iii* way 
aft he stum bled and fell over some chairs 
and lost all tho valuables he had secured, 
and it was witli great difficulty that lie suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the roar through the 
B lin d in g S m oke an ti Flum e* 
which filled tho cabin. 
Captain Cheek 
seized a Ufo preserver, and placing it on 
Chief Clerk B lanker helped hun overboard 
into the waler. He floated down about 
three m iles before he was rescued by par­ 
ties who had w alked ashore and followed 
hun down the river. Captain Cheek as­ 
sisted several others in securing life pre­ 
servers and when it was no longer po*si Ie 
for him to rem ain w ithout being burned ho 
too jum ped into the river and swam ashore. 
T here were about 26 colored cabin passen­ 
gers who were saved along w ith tho white 
passengers. 
On the lower deck, however, a fearful 
nan c se zed Hie crew and deck passengers. 
Those who wore cut off from escape from 
the bow were compelled to jum p overboa d 
to e>capo the flames. The stein of tho 
burning steam er had > w ung out into the 
riser, and an effort was m ade to launch the 
yawl, hut it was capsized l>v the crowd 
which lilied it, and many of its occupants 
were drowned. They were nearly ail col­ 
ored m en. but tiler© were three or four 
women in the crowd. 
I he lost, so far as can he learned, are as 
follows: George Corbett, third clerk, aged 
. id years, who had launched the yawl and 
wa* trying to save the colored women on Hie 
lower deck; Joe I’o rte r. Andrew Recs, Mon­ 
roe Jackson, Jim Nelson. Senator Coleman 
and Hilliard Horton of the colored cab ii 
crew ; I ce Findley and Frank Willis, col­ 
ored roustabouts. In addition a! out 16 deck 
passengers (four o i them w hite men), three 
colored women and tw o children were 
drowned. They were coining to M emphis 
to spend tin) holidays. 
The w hites had 
been working on Hie levees and their nam es 
and destine* on are unknown. 
T he burning steam er drifted away after 
ly.ng at Hie bauk for 20 m inutes and 
floated down the river, her h u ll sinking at 
Hie head of P eter’s island, lour milos below 
Commerce.

Mtrange M ethod of T ria l In V ogue In 
th e M iddle Ait*'*.- 
[Dictionary of F.nRltHli History.] 
Tiffs nam e was given to a peculiar habit 
of reaching the facts in crim inal cases that 
made a leature in the Anglo-Saxon judicial 
system. Though represented as an inheri­ 
tance from Fagan tim es, it is described as 
"a reference to Hie direct judgm ent of God.” 
anti w ould seem to have been allowed us an 
alternative to those who failed in or shrank 
from tile process by com purgation or by 
oath. 
"If he dare not take the oath.” says an 
old law. 'let himngoto tho lr pie ordeal.” But 
the recorded details will not w arrant a posi­ 
tive statem ent.

But it 
fell into disrepute; the church w ithdrew 
her countenance from it; other processes, 
notably Hie crude forms of the jury system , 
grew into favor; Hie I ateran Council of 
1215 abolished it. This sealed its doom in 
E ngland as elsew here, a letter of Henry 
I I I ’s to the itinerant ustices in 1218 is 
usually accepted as m arking its final ex ­ 
tinction.

George Herm an's experience With the 
Russian bureaucracy before he started on 
his oOOO m ile journey to the m ines of R ara 
was not calculated to inspire him w ith £ 
profound adm iration either for its prompt^ 
ness of perform ance or for the integiity of 
its officers, It prepaied him . however, for 
the greater difficulties th a t followed, and 
was of the n atu re of an assurance th at hi# 
paths were not to be strew n w ith dowers, 
but. were to be tortuous and fretful. This 
particular experience was connected w ith 
tho 
custom 
house 
officers. 
He 
took 
w ith him from W ashington a deer-ritie 
of extra largo bore, th e com panion of 
m any a b an tin g tour in V irginia forests It 
m ight prove, he thought, a sei viceable pro­ 
tection in the Siberian wilds if wild ani­ 
m als and w ilder m en becam e too free. The 
cartridge was unusual in the am ount of 
powder it contained and in the characier of 
the bullet, which was hollow and so m ade 
th at when it struck any ob ect it spread out 
and tore a very large bole. 
A num ber of 
these cartridges were carried in a hand- 
satchel. The ride was in a gunbag, and 
this Mr. K eenan carried exposed in his 
journey from New York to the Russian 
frontier. Here ne was inform ed th at he 
would not be perm itted to take the ride 
into Russia w nhout the special perm is­ 
sion of th e St. Toters urg officials and 
as for the cartridges, they would ha e 
to be confiscated. 
No explosives could 
enter or be taken across the em pire, except 
in the care of governm ent officers. The 
rifle was useless to the traveller w ithout the 
cartridges as cartridges of their peculiar 
m ake could not be duplicated in Russia. 
Mr. K ennan visited the entire custom house 
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staff of Kirzhbolof. 
After m uch pleading 
lie was told th a t the ride would be sent to 
St, Peters!rnrg in bond, aud the cartridges 
beld sui) ect to official order. So much ac­ 
com plished he sought bis hotel, where he 
was soon called upon by a subordinate offi­ 
cial. who told bim th at if he would m ake 
affidavit stating tiiat th e cartridges were 
bulletless they could be placed in the box 
in which th e gun was to be shipped to St. 
Petersburg. Mr. K ennan was, of course, 
unable to do this. The m an suggested th at 
1or a sufficient num ber of roubles another 
plan m ight be ai ranged, and th at he would 
arrange it. A liberal douceur was placed 
rn his band, aud air. K ennan proceeded to 
tho Russian capital. 
The custom house buildings were three 
m iles from his hotel, and th ith er he hied iii 
a drosky a few days after his arrival, After 
w andering through a labyrinth of offices he 
was directed to the arnee# of the chief. It 
is a.serious breach of etiquette to appear 
before a Russian official w ith one’s over­ 
coat on. and this Mr. 
Kennan 
quickly 
learned. 'Hie official, who was w riting as 
lie entered th e apartm ent, looked up as 
Kennan spoke, and bav in angrily surveyed 
ilia visitor, ordered him to remove his over­ 
coat. Mr. K ennan was about to comply 
w hen he was com m anded to go out in the 
corridor aud disrobe. 
He returned and 
asked for his gun. An atten d an t was sum- 
in ned and directed lo es coit the visitor to 
various offices w here be was obliged to 
huv stam ped paper, sign his nam e ana 
w ait. After three visits and as m any six- 
m ile droskv rides on different days, he was 
perm itted to look upon thegun-box. It was 
opened iii his presence and found lo contain 
not only the gun, but the cartridges. Then 
there was a pretty row. He was inform ed 
th a t one of the m ost stringent of the em ­ 
pire’s law’s had been broken—th at against 
cai ryiug explosives. He would be fortu­ 
nate if he did not get into serious trouble 
over it. Mr. K ennan protested against tile 
im plied threat. He had not seen his gun 
or Ids cartridges since they were taken 
away from lm n on the frontier. He had 
done no wrong, and if any one else had, it 
was none of lii3 business. 
'I he gun anil cartridges were weighed and 
m easured. The chief became more affable 
after Mr. K ennan’s bold stand and agreed 
with him th a t it was a hardship to go to Si­ 
beria w ithout his gun and cartridges. He 
would give him his card sub rosa to the in­ 
spector of the customs departm ent, whose 
office was a league away. He ebuld author­ 
ize the carrying of the guff and cartridges 
to liberia. B ut Mr. Kerman m ust call on 
him very quietly. Mr, K ennan wasted three 
days trying to find the inspector. He was 
al ways out. The chief of custom s evidently 
w anted to be bribed, and Mr. Kennan has 
always regretted th at he did not “insult 
lain vigorously.” 
Mr. K ennan. thoroughly disgusted, now 
determ ined to secure his rifle, store it. and 
go to Siberia Tireless. He again took his 
three-m ile drosky drive to the custom 
house, and announced his decision to the 
chief. He was for the first tim e infi rm ed 
th at the duty on tho gun was tis roubles. 
W hat he had already paid was for preliirti- 
nary expenses. 
He argued th at tho gun 
was to be ’ a ken out of Russia again. T hat 
m ade no difference. No duty, no rii e. R en ­ 
n in finally agreed to pay the duty. 
The 
rifle was placed in his hatids and a clerk 
was sent w ith the money to obtain a 
receipt. 
K ennan was asked to take a 
seat in th e chief’s office. He waited 15, 2 0. 
25 m inutes. The clerk did not return. Tho 
traveller’s patience had been exhausted. 
Rising from his seat, he approached th e 
chief’s desk and said: “Please accept this 
rifle as a p r sent. I have no use for it.” 
aud im m ediatelv left the apartm ent. He 
left the chief shaking h a fist in the direc­ 
tion which the tardy clerk had taken, and 
vociferating for tile leceipt in inelegant 
Russian. 
Mr. K ennan w ent to Siberia, and while 
there told this story to a Scotch lady, who 
said by way of com m ent in referring to the 
chief of customs, and the traveller’s sus­ 
picion th at he m ight be bribed. “W hy 
m an. he put the cud in your m outh, and 
you wouldn’t chew it.” 
W hen Mr. Kennan returned to St. P eters­ 
burg a year la; cr, he told the same story 
again to th e consul general of the United 
States. T h at dignitary announced th a t he 
would get th e rifle "or know the reason 
w hy.” An attache was put in possession of 
the facts, an I lie wasted m ost of each day for 
a week before hp caught sight of the firearm. 
A nother week was exhausted in getting of­ 
ficial permission to take it out of the custom 
house. It wasonly after persistent effort th a t 
tim officials consented to restore it to Mr. 
K ennan, ami the restoration would only be 
m ade on the frontier. In due course, Mr. 
K ennan reached K rcntstadt by steam er, as 
described in last we k ’s paper. The officials 
cam e on Hoard and carefully aud suspicious­ 
ly scrutinized ilia pasports. As they were 
about to leave the ship. one of them brought 
him a parcel. It was elaborately wrapped 
and corded aud sealed w ith lead. The par­ 
cel was opened and the rifle was found, 
but little tile worse for its year’s rest in the 
Russian circum locution office. 
To Hie American m ind nothing better 
illustrated 
the stringent, 
rigorous and 
despotic form of the Russian governm ent 
than its m ess censorship. As rigid as it is 
at present in Russia, it was still m ore so 
prior to I8t>5. when A lexander ll., am ong 
his oilier reform s, had a law passed giving 
greater freedom to the press. By th a t law 
flacers 
ara n it forced to undergo pre- 
im inary censorship u ntil they offend three 
times. T he editor is no longer obliged to 
send to the censor every jot. title and 
speck of his m atter before 
printing it, 
and w hatever he publishes is printed at 
his 
own 
peril, 
lf lie offends once he 
is warned in w riting, and he is obliged to 
publish the w arning on the first page of his 
paper w ithout com m ent. The sam e thing 
is requ red on his second offence. 
The 
third oftt nee elicits not only a w arning but 
a punishm ent, usually an order suspending 
the publication of the paper tor a period of 
from one to tig h t m onths. When the paper 
resum es pubic ation it is subject to prelim i­ 
nary censorship. E verything m ust be sub­ 
m itted to tho censor. Not only editorials 
bu t telegraphic news and advertisem ents. 
in fact, every type im press Ion I m ust receive 


th a t official’s sanction before it can appear 
in the paper. 
The proof slips m ust be presented to the 
censor before m idnight, each paragraph 
signed by its author. 
The censor cannot 
s itu p all night. 
As every editor knows, 
very im portant news arrives by telegraph 
a t I and 2 o’clock iii the m orning. Iii Rus­ 
sia news arriving a t the e hours m ust be 
held for the paper of the following lay. All 
the papers keep colum ns of standing m at­ 
ter ready, so th at if tile censor disapproves 
of the articles subm itted to bim late at 
m gl t the standing m atter can be im m edi­ 
ately sent to press. J be censor ta too bu«v to 
read m auusoriot. 
All of the m atter m ust 
be put in type and sent to bim on care 
fully printed proof-tw e s. 
As a rule the 
censors are incom petent, in Mr. Ken nan’s 
opinion, and. although the printed Russian 
press code consists of I tiffs sections, they 
can do about as they please, lf an editor of 


handw riting aud autograph shows how well 
he finally accom plished his task. The cita­ 
tion is tile closing words of h s article on 
t e Fourth of Jtllv celebration of the pris­ 
oners in the in use of detention in St. Pe­ 
tersburg in 1870. 
Mr. K ennan describes in a touching and 
picturesque m anner th e celebration of the 
b rthdav of American freedom by tho polit­ 
ical prisoners in lar-aw av Kussia. aud closes 
with the following perorate n: “In all their 
solitude, their loneliness and their m isery, 
they iii t not forget tile c ii ten iii a1 Fourth 
of duly. 
W hat little they could do to 
show their 
devotion to 
the oau-e 
of 
A m erican freedom and 
their sym pathy 
w ith a freedom-loving people 
and the 
centennial 
anniversary 
of the 
letter's 
em ancipation, th a t little they bravely did: 
and the spirit by which they were anim ated 
transfigured their pitiful celebration, w th 
its tricolored rags and its paltry b ts of 
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KENNAN’S LEGIBLE CHIROGRAPH?. 


a paper which had once been suspended 
sees fit to publish anything irregular, or 
perhaps anything regular w ithout prelim i­ 
nary exam ination, lie duly finds him self on 
his way to Siberia b y ‘ adm inistrative pro­ 
cess.” w ithout tile opportunity of going 
through the tn t ing form a ity of bidding 
his wife and children goodby. 
The accom panying cut is a reproduction 
of a paiagraph on the educational policy of 
the governm ent from a proof page of tit© 
Russian newspaper Sibir. 
It is one of a 
thousand others of Mr. K ennan’scollection. 
The lines were draw n in red ink by the 
censor. In th e following translation of the 
Russian text th e italicized lines were those 
crossed out by the Czar’s representative: 
"All of th e above incidents I have in­ 
vented m erely to support m y theoretical 
views as to the barm th at m ight be d< ne by 
a stupid ta n (tho word 'person' was substi­ 
tuted). acting in til© role of a school teacher 
—if any such persons were really so acting. 
Of course, however, in Hues. a general,y, 
and >n lib eria Particularly, nothing of the 
kind really exists. 
Who does not know how 
earnest and aer.our the current o f instruc­ 
tion has become in our educational world 
since most attention has been paid and the 
highest importance attributed to the accu­ 
rate observance o f form s tin scholars’ dress 
and in salutes to various persi tis o f rank en 
the streets) and to a thorough acquaintance 
with the beauties o f K itin gerunds and 
Greek aorists.” 
Com m enting upon the cruel treatm ent of 
three successive coachm en by a govern­ 
m ent officer in Tomsk, the Siberian G azette 
tried to sa y : 
“It is impossible to restrain one’s indigna­ 
tion at the sight of such inhum an treat­ 
m ent of slaves bv free contract’ as th a t 
practised by m any self-willed eccentrics in 
our city.” 
The press censor am ended the sentence as 
follows: 
" It is impossible to pass over in silence 
the inhum an relation tow ard servants as 
th a t practised by certain em ployers in our 
city.” 
In th e short paragraph colum n of the 
Siberian G azette Ute following item ap­ 
pears, the italicized lilies of which were 
crossed out by the censor: 
“Among the .lews black-listed by the 
police and designated for banishm ent from 
tho city is tho correspondent of several m e­ 
tropolitan aud Siberian newspapers. Tho 
police ro te w ritten opposite ins nam e is 
suspicious behavior.’ It would be interest­ 
ing to know whose official hand has thus 
branded an unfortunate correspondent o f 
know n in tegrity and irreproachable con­ 
duct, and what were the motives fo r such 
action,” 
A half-colum n article of an entirely unob­ 
jectionable character had the phrase "free 
citizen ” crossed out. Even tile phrase is a 
subtle attack on the W h'te Czar, it ap ears. 
The censor som etim es m akes mistakes, 
usually, as lias been said, on th e safe side. 
The official in Moscow m ade a bad blunder 


I candle, and m ade it som ething infinitely 
m ore significant in the world’s histor than 
all the pomp ami cerem ony which attend 
the coronation of the T sar.” 
Mr. Kennan. after years of work w ith the 
stylus in taking m anv copies of press re­ 
ports lr in 
tim 
telegraph wire became 
afflicted w ith pen paralysis. He can use a 
pencil in tho ordinary way, hut in w riting 
w ith a pen he is orced to hold it between 
his third and fourth fingers. The first finger 
"cram ps” or doubles up if he attem pts R> 
hold any object in thedelicate way in which 
a pen m ust be bel I. 
air. K ennan develops his literary product 
I very slowly. H aving first become thoroughly 
I im bued witii his subject fiom the very eiab- 
1 orate notes taken a t the close of each day 
during his ic m ouths in Kussia he begins 
the task of writin . 
When w ritin j he in­ 
variably sits iii a high hack chair, tile sides 
of which d o e in and form a table. This 
; enables him to Bit upright. Ho usua lly re­ 
w rites his m atter in pencil two or three 
tim es and not infrequently eight and ten 
! tim es over. 
Tile Ana. revise sometimes

as

sati tied. 
he 
typew rites the com pleted 
I article, and his editor receives, in con­ 
sequence, an absolutely flawless “copy.” 
H e cannot w rite his m atter off-hand on the 
typew riter, as m any w riters do nowadays, 
nor can he dictate, 
in speaking about 
typew riting. Mr. K ennan said th a t even

and 
innocent 
instrum ent 
could lie meet in Russia only by license. 
The police will not allow, in the hands of 
suspicious 
persons, 
an instrum ent with 
which they can m ake m anifold cop es of 
questionable docum ents. The police know 
w here every w riting instrum ent K and the 
"suspect” is not very likely to be granted a 
license to use one. T he only printing in- 
strunient at his disposal is the hektograph. 
He can m anufacture th a t m ultiplying arti­ 
cle and it i an be secreted easily. 
Our author w rites by fits and starts, or as 
Hie mood strikes him . 
He is still suffering 
in degree from ins Siberian journey. For a 
vear after his return lie was able to do very 
little, and even now, any protracted m ental 
effort rem inds him vividly and unpleas­ 
antly of past sufferings. 
His articles have been read by m any of 
th e exiles st"] iii Siberia 
The m agazine 
reaches them in spite of tho close official 
exam ination of the mails, and several of 
his friends, the exiles, have sent him their 
opinions. 
"Ti e closest criticism th a t my articles 
have received,” Mr. K ennan sa d to me, 
“comes from the exiles them selves. The 
illustrations interest them very much aud 
they note the sm allest errors. If a soldier’s 
cartouch is put on the wrong side they refer 
to il, and if the shackles are not properly 
adjusted in some pictured group the error is 
noted.” 
Mr. K ennan is constantly in receipt of 
letters from Russia, in spite of the post office 
am horivies, and Hie devices adopted by tile

some years ago. It was in May. 1881. about 
tam m onths after the assassination of tho 
Czar, th at a hum orous paper called Light 
and Shade, published a cartoon, which in 
its several parts form ed a scaffold.

The first line w as form ed of soldiers in 
various positions. Tile til rd line was m ade 
to form th e cross-tree of the gallows. The 
side posts were innocent-looking ouiil pens 
im planted in ink bottles. The noose was 
form ed by an exaggeration of one of tile 
Russian letters in tile crossbar. The car­ 
toon graphically portrayed the idea th at 
the Russian governm ent, instead of settling 
vital questions 
by argum ent 
aud dis­ 
cussion. 
settled 
them 
by the 
bullets 
and bayonets of soldiers, by the quil.s 
of officials and by the scaffold. The front 
page of the panel bore th e inscription: ‘P e r ­ 
m itted by Hie censor-M oscow. May is , 
1881.” The paper was widely read, and its 
unlaw ful cartoon soon reached the police, 
who suppressed all tile copies they could 
i nd. The purchasers et other copies secreted 
them , and one of Diem found its way to 
W ashington and now forms one of Mr. 
K ennan s quaint exhibits. 
Som etim es the Russian bureaucracy sees 
fit to entirely destroy a new spaper properly. 
Suspension for eight m ouths and prelim i­ 
nary censorship thereafter is too direct a 
m ethod, perhaps, and m ight not accom plish 
a fell purpose. A round apout way of exter­ 
m ination was ad' ©ted in the case of a sem i­ 
weekly paper published in E katarineburg, 
a town some 1200 m iles from Moscow. The 
censor had proved unsatisfactory and no 
other available m an could be found. It 
was. therefore, ordered th a t the place of 
censorship should be in Moscow. Only 270 
m iles of the journey could be made by 
railroad, the rest of it had to be traversed 
by horses. The most expeditious travelling 
could not m ake the journey in less than 
seven days. It took 14 days to get a oioof 
Dag from one place to the other and hark. 
The unpleasant paper duly suspended w ith­ 
out day, as the fortnight th a t elapsed before 
its proofs could be returned corrected per­ 
m itted the papers of distant cities to arrive, 
and the local paper's occupation was gone. 
The picture printed herew ith is th at of 
the man who is m ainly rest onsible for the 
repressive m easures taken against the press, 
and who decides w hen a new spaper shall he 
warned, suspended or exterm inated. It is 
the portrait of Count D im itri Tolstoi, the 
pres -nt m inister of the interior. 
Almost all of the m any hundred criticism s 
th a t have been printed - f Mr. K eunan’s 
articles in this country and in Europe lay 
especial em phasis on the dispassionateness 
and im partiality of His work, it is a just 
tribute. Mo m an could be more painstak­ 
ing. more earnest or m ore-conscientious 
than he is m his literary labors. An alm ost 
finical exactness of m ethod has been a 
characteristic of his through life. As a 
telegraph operator in early life, lie found 
a legible hand was a necessity. He spent 
weeks and weeks perfecting certain letters 
of his chirography. He would get u p at 
night aud practise, unable to sleep from 
worrying 
over 
an im perfectly 
form ed 
letter. 
The accompanying sample ox his 


Am erican and his friends to evade the law 
w ould m ake an interesting recital, b u t it 
would probably put a stop to tho continu­ 
ance or the correspondence. 
Mr. Kf-niiau eel loves th a t hiB nam e occu­ 
pies a prom inent position on tile list of those 
who are not perm itted to cross tho Russian 
fro n ter. It would probably be impossible 
for him to return to Russia w hile the 
pre enc m inister of the interior holds his 
office. Should a more liberal m an be ap­ 
pointed bis present disqualifications would 
probably be removed. 
The Russian liberal journal. Liberty, pub­ 
lished in Geneva. Switzerland, recently 
contained a br.ef story of Mr. K ennan’s life 
I and extracts from his articles. It closed its 
editorial com m ent 
on them w ith these 
words: “We hope th at Mr. K ennan will yet 
visit Russia, but th a t he will be received 
not by the governm ent of the Tsar, but by 
the free people, who will never forget the 
services rendered to them by Mr. K ennan 
before the whole civilized w orld.”

Visits the Boy a1 School and Talks with 


the Scholars.

S eoul, 
Korea, November, 
IO .— The 
Am ericans Lave now the sw ing in Korea, 
though the British nog is supposed to be 
Irving to root its way in by the aid of the 
Chinese governm ent. Back of the opposi­ 
tion by Chilla to K orea's sending a legation 
to W ashington and m ixed w ith the present 
troubles betw een tho two countries is a 
strong Bi# I sh influence. G reat B ritain has 
the m ost selfish fore gn p Rey of any 
country on the face of the globe. It would 
be glad to throw Korea to C hina in order 
to keep it out of the hands of Russia, where 
by the way, it is now in no danger of going. 
It would iii this way Hie more easily control 
K rea’s sm all foreign trade. The national 
honor of the Briiish is a m atter of shillings 
and pence. 
The English 
halfpenny is 
bigger in their eyes than the com fort of 
this whole round earth. They forced tho 
Chinese to become opium -eaters to add a 
trifle to th eir national income, and it is an 
open secret in -'anan th a t the adoption of 
English railw ays and the letting of con­ 
tracts to English i-ubiects was the price 
paid for their pietended support in treaty 
revision. A Brit sh foreign m inister upon 
being sent to Japan expressed him self in 
favor of the rights of th e Japanese, and lie 
was told by the hom e governm ent th a t ho 
m ight do w hat he could for Japan, but th at 
he m ust rem em ber th a t anything th at was 
asked for by the Japanese m ight be de­ 
m anded by th e Chinese as well. 


America opened Japan, and had Ameri­ 
cans pushed their trade as the British have 
done they m gh t bo tho forem ost power 
tbero. They stand today in the sam e rela­ 
tion to Korea th at they did to Japan along 
back in the sixties, and in the words of 
Adm iral Shufeidt, who m ade the first treaty 
w ith Korea, it is to bo hoped th a t they will 
hold their position and take advantage of 
their opportun ties. 
Korea has one of the 
best clim ates in the world, and its m ineral 
resources are alm ost altogether undevel­ 
oped. M inister Dinsm ore tells me th a t the 
King especially favors America, and th a t 
ho is anxious th a t capitalists should come 
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in and develop the gold m ines. 
The 
total output of these m ines last year was. 
as t said in a form er letter, about 83,000.- 
000 in nuggets and dust. 
But this was 
chiefly the result of placer m ining, though 
some of it was extracted from quartz. 
Korean quartz m ining is of the most prim i­ 
tive character. 
I argo ret nd stones are 
rolled back and forth over the ouai tz,which 
re ts on a hard s trfaco. it is adm itted th a t 
fully 50 per cent, of the gold is lost, and tile 
use of practical m achinery m ight m ake 
parts of this country a second California, 
t fold is found n all of the eight provinces of 
Korea, but the m ines have so fa existed 
only in several. I asked M inister Dinsmore 
w het er he thought good term s could be 
m ade as to these mines. He replied : "Yes, 
and A m ericans would have the preference 
over others iii m aking such contracts. 
I 
understand th a t a G erm an firm has lately 
had a m ineralogist looking at the mines, 
but no sale has been m ade as yet. I think 
toe investm ent w oald be a profitable one 
and reasonably saf 
‘How about the country. P o you think 
the desire for im provem ents lias come to 
stay?” 
"Yes, if the king can have his way. Tho 
country has, you know, been opened only 
six years. Last year the im port of foreign 
cottons was nearly 8 2,0 0 0 ,0 0 .and the, in­ 
crease over the year preceding was more 
than 8500.000. Our A m erican cottons are 
high, hut tho dom an l for them is growing 
on account of their superiority. The most 
of tho people here wear cotton the year 
round, and a sale of IO.OOO pieces of Ameri­ 
can sheetings was m ade to oho of tho 
guilds here a few mom bs ago. The dem and 
for American kerosene has not lucrea od 
over th at oi the past, and this is on account 
of the poor grade of oil shipped here. It 
froze in tho winter, notw ithstanding our 
clim ate is about th a t of Ohio, and the 
people w ent back to the poor native and 
high-priced oil. 


There is now one big Am erican firm in 
Korea, and here a t Seoul tho foreign colony, 
which is m ade up of three or fourscore of 
bright m en and women, isalm ostaltogether 
Americans. Tile business firm is at Chem ul­ 
po. the port of the capital. Its m em bers are 
Morse and Townsend, two bright young 
Bostonians, who h a\ e spent years in Japan 
and Korea, and who possess the confidence 
of the native m erchants. Korea does a 
largo part of its buying through its m er­ 
chant guilds, and in this way large sales 
are m ade at one tim e. 
Mr. Townsend 
tells m e he has been shipping cotton 
here direct from M assachusetts, and th at 
the people who have been accustom ed 
to the cheaper aud poorer English goods 
like our product m uch bettor. The average 
K orean spends all he m akes on his back 
and hiB belly, and tho people, according to 
their incomes, spend as m uch upon clothe 
as any people in the world. Business w ith 
them has to be done largely upon the credit 
system and they think nothing of forgetting 
to m eet their paym ents at the tim e tb ev are 
due. 
Interest is here a t the rate of from 
2 to 5 per cent, 
a 
m onth, 
and the 


than 1300 to m ake a M exican dollar w orth

It 
cost 
me 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 50,000 cash to travel from 
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the seacoast to the capital and back, and it 
is the custom in travelling in the interior of 
Korea to tak e an ex tra pack horse along to 
carrv your money. The people outside of 
the three seaports know nothing of silver 
and gold. and ode of tho common sights 
near F’usan. which is th e southern port of 
the country, is a coolie laden down w ith a 
bushel or so of these copper coins, which he 
carries upon his back 
Each coin has a 
square hole in it, and the common way of 
putting them up is in strands of hundreds 
strung on straw cord# of about the thick­ 


ness of a clothes E T Ten dollars is a load 
for a man and 830 would break down a 
m ule if the journey was long. 


Considering the poverty of Korea one 
m ight suppose th at tho foreigners hero I ad 
a haul life 
This is far from the case. 
They have com lorta Ie hom es at Seoul an I 
th e r provisions, which c< me in large part 
from China are plenty and good. They 
have a pleasant socict' am ong them selves, 
play tennis, have concerts, and as far as I 
can hear are the m ost free from social 
bickering-and strife of ans of tho fore ga 
colonies of the western Pacific. 
Their 
lives are reasonably 
ate except in such 
outbreaks as that of last June. when some 
of toe ant-fore gn fanatics am ong the na­ 
tives started th e sto v th a t t lie foreign 
devils were feasting on korean babies. 
Then for a tim e it looks squally and the 
troops have to be called trom • ne ot our 
nu n of-war. which usually lies 'n the har­ 
bor at Chemulpo. 
Tho foreigners

d ors. The k in g sends out a proclam ation, 
th e Koreans quiet down and it :s ag t in all 
quiet on the river vt b id i flow* by Seoul. 


I visited today the K ing's royal school for 
the teaching of 
oung korean nobles on 
the American plan. I saw about -to bright 
young men sitting in a room I afore des s 
that m ight have been used in an Am erican 
college aud u ing English books. 
I heard . 
their superintendent. 
Professor Bunker, I 
address them in s lecture in I nglish and 
could see th at they understood w hat ho 
said, though lie talced very fast. I was 1 
a s k 'd ie m ake a s • eech to them and the 
few words I uttered brought forth some Eng­ 
lish w rd.s in reply, Each student had his ! 
big round bat on his bead, and these school \ 
boys ail wear their hat- in the school room.

learn that many of Hie pupils a e ol tho 
royal lim ly and th a t all are ihe sons of 
nobles. 
I holiest of them when educated 
will probably be sent by the King to serve 
in his diplom atic si rvico abroad 
i bis rem inds me that I m et the bright 
young Engiisli-sp aking Korean interpreter 
w ho accompanied the legation to W ashing­ 
ton last w inter. He was recalled by ilia 
k in g after a few m onths’ stay, lie bas, h 
tells mo, received a new’ appointm ent, and 
be w ll be sent back as eithei first or second 
secretary of the legation, and will lie at th© 
capital before th e close of w inter s festivi­ 
ties. 


Speaking of Korean babv-catlng by tho 
missionaries, tile King in this case sent out 
a proclam ation, asking any one who bad 
known o, tables b e n g stolen bv foreigners 
to come forth and m ake his charge good. 
He ( ailed attention o Hie fact that toieign- 
ers were civilized and asked ttie question as 
to how civilized people could eat children. 
“ But,” tho proclam ation w ent on. "if chil­ 
dren are b e n g stolen, let the inform ation 
be tiled I ©fore the proper authorities and 
the offenders will 
be arrested, and. if 
found guilty by evidence, will be pun­ 
ished. A reward of forty thousand ( ash 
will be paid for each person so found 
guilty, to tim inform ant, but in case the 
inform ation 
is 
not 
supported 
by the 
evidence the inform ant shall be fined in a 
like am ount for bringing the citargo ” This 
proclam ation was signed w ith the royal seal 
and was posted on tho gates and on the 
great bell in the centre of the city. H ie 
selling of children is however, not uncom ­ 
mon in Korea and I ain told that many are 
exported to Clima. Good, fat, well-disnoied 
babies bring from 85 to 820 apiece, amt a 
father has a perfect right to sell his chil­ 
dren. 
Babies are som etim es bought for 
adoption and as to t he girls they are soh! 
for pur, Osos of which the loss sa* 
the 
better. 
Slavery exists to some extent in 
Korea, but it is more a serfdom than such 
slavery as we had years ago in the South. 


Korean society is divided 
into three 
classes, tho king, the nobles aud ttie com ­ 
mon people. The hitter live in thatched 
huts, and they are the poorest of tho poor. 
I he nobles, or yang b in, are the curse of 
the country. They own alt the lands and 
live by squeezing tho people wjio till them 
for them . The better of them dress iii gor­ 
geous silks. 
They never go on the street 
w ithout they have a lot of retainers about 
them . 
When they cl m b up a ii ll they 
have one coolie behind them and two to 
hold up their ai rns. Tho more m oney they 
have th e moro servants they keep, and tile 
generals of tho arm y are am ong tho most 
pompous of them . 
One of these silk- 
gowned, black horse hair hatted Korean 
generals was going up < no of the hillsauout 
the capital th a o th e r day. He had two men 
behind him to push him and two others 
held hts arm s, when General Dye. who. by 
the way. is tw ce the m an’s agt. walked by 
him with a springing step and asked him as 
lie passed it he expo ted to have that reti­ 
nue w ith him iii battle. It took some tim e 
for the Korean to appreciate the sarcasm of 
this rem ark, but it finally crept through his 
top knot th at am ong the W estern people 
laziness and 
inability were not m arks 
of honor, and the next tim e the two cam e 
together the yau ban general w alked alone. 


'J he Am erican generals who cam e here to 
organize the Korean arm y received a set- 
baok from the trouble about tho haby-eat- 
in g o f last June. The people wore stirred 
up against the foreigners and foreign inno­ 
vations were for the tim e unpopular.

None of the shops of Seoul are, however, 
large, and the trade of this capital of 300,- 
OOO people is m ade up of w hat the Yankees 
would cad a w hittling business. The loud­ 
est Mouthed and most enterprising persons 
in the whole city seem to be the venders of 
roasted chestnut#. 
They arc little boys 
with their hair parted n the m iddle I ke 
girls and braided in one tightly woven cord 
down the hack, Their stock usuall con­ 
sists of about a quart of chestnuts, and they 
have a little nan of coal# over which they 
roast 
them 
while 
you welt.

shos s whore all sorts of Korean dainties 
from raw fish to toasted liver are served up 
on Rttie round tables a foot high and about 
16 inches in diam 1 tor.

Colonel Cum m ins is disgusted with the 
whole situation.

There 
are about 4000 troops here at the capital. 
At the invitation of the general-in-chief I 
attended an exhibition (Ii ii I in the court of 
the barracks near the palace 
About 400 
troops w ent through m any surprising evo­ 
lutions. 
They are tall, m uscular men. 
wearing the Korean hat on tile top of their 
knot-crowned 
heads, 
and arm ed w ith 
rifles. T heir dress is a sort of zouave panta­ 
loons ending in great shoes and stockings 
of padded cotton. They have a long. loose 
blouse w aist of purple, faced with red. and 
there is a red band about their black hats. 
T heir sleeves are very wide, and they look 
anything but m artial. Our m inister has J 2 
of them about tile legation, and I was al­ 
ways accom panied by one during mv walks 
through the city. A vo-y tierce-looking 
soldier m et mo 12 m iles from ihe capital, 
and acted as my escort into the city, aud I 
found th a t those of the high privates I dealt 
with wefe by no m eans averse to an occa­ 
sional fee. 


W hat a wonderful city is Seoul I Its 300,- 
000 people are made up of st ange charac­ 
ters, and my eyes have been bobbing about 
like the rays in a kaleidoscope in my efforts 
to appreciate it all. E verything is new and 
every new thing is strange. Tho big wail 
w hich surrounds the city is a wonder, and 
its three great gates are more wonderful 
still. They are closed every night at sunset 
w ith iron-plated wooden doors, and atter 
this tim e none outside the city can get in 
nor can anv 
inside th e city got out. 
As 
the 
sun falls 
behind 
the m oun­ 
tains 
which 
surround 
the 
capital 
a 
band 
of 
solders 
playing 
music, 
which sounds for all 
tho world like a 
Scotchm an’s bagpipes, goes from gate to 
gate and bars them shut. At the sam e tim e 
w atch tires spring up upon the hills in 
every direction, and from these tho King 
knows th a t all is well. 
These watch tires 
are signals, and they form a part of a con- 
tinuous line of tires which are built upon 
the hills in all p arts of Korea. 
They tell 
by their different flames and the intensity 
w hether all is well along the coasts of the 
east and west and in the m ountains to the 
north aud south. 
They are, it seemed to 
me. royalty’s farewell word from tho day. 
and they really m eant that the country was 
quiet and the capital m ight sleep rn peace. 


The city does sleep, too. Its people go to 
bed wi h tho shadows of evening and bv the 
law the m an or boy who is out after dark is 
bound to be whipped. W oman have the 
right to go about at night aud foreigners are 
never hated as are the Koreans. 
Such 
lanterns are used are of the r dost shape, 
and they consist of a fram e work holding a 
caudle w ith a thin gau e cloth throw n over 
it. T here is a great bell in the centre of 
Seoul, and this is rung early in the m orning 
for the opening of tim gates. This Dell is 
iii the m iddle of the long wide street whicn 
divides Seoul in halve#, and it forms the 
heart of the capital. 
About it are the 
principal sin pa. and it is the centre of traue. 
Korean stores are of the size of a large 
drv goods box. They are arranged around 
narrow courts, with a little platform about 
two feet wide running around their outside 
and form ing a sort of a shelf two feet high, 
going entirely around til© court. On to this 
sh e lf or porch each store opens, and the 
m erchant sits outside his store and not in 
it. 
He has a curtain in front of his goods 
and he brings out piece by piece a# you ask 
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boy servant of tho cook shop will lift up 
tho table containing the dishes, balance it 
on bis head and walk off with it. w ith the 
legs of tile table hanging down about hts 
neck. Such dishes as I saw were not at all 
appetizing, and everything was seasoned 
highly w ith red peppers. The roofs of the 
Country buts arc now covered with red pep­ 
pers and I see them sold by tho bushel in 
the 
m arkets 
near 
tho wide street of 
the bell. The Koreans m ay use them as 
appet! ors 
They have. it seems, an over 
present craving for food, and they m ake 
their bellies til tr (ids. To eat, to smoke, to 
sleep amt to squat is to all outw ard appear­ 
ances tim chief em ploym ents of the people, 
and to be fat in Korea is a sign of wealth. 
A big stom ach is an h> nor. and the very 
sm all children in tho country dK tricts, in 
tho sum m er, who, I ’ 0111811 to say. rarely 
wear more than a little jacket oom ingdown 
tw o inches below the arm pit#, are in nine 
cases out of ten. pot-bellied. The skin of 
their abdom ens is stretched like a drum 
head, aud a leading authority on Korean 
lite, says th a t m others in ordi r to increase 
the size of the stom achs of their babies, 
stuff them day after day with rice.paddling 
them on the stom ach to press down their 
contents aud m ake room for more. 


The soldier in General S herm an’s arm y 
who, during a fight began to cry and said 
lie wished he was "a baby and a gal baby a t 
th a t.” would never have done so had he 
lived in Korea. 
The "gal” babies bere, ti 
thev helot g to the better c asson, end their 
life of fun at seven yours. After this they 
are not to be seen on the streets, and no 
woman bas anything to do with any one 
but her brothers, her father and tier hus-

band. Korean ladies have a place ii the back 
of the house to them selves. Fashion in dress 
does not change w ith them , and their lives 
are those of alm ost t orfe t desolation. 
Those you see on the street are the common 
women, or servants, and these have-green 
gowns over their heads aud th eir dresses, 
w ,deli, I ani told, are cut after tile s mo 
style as those of the Indies, consist of a short 
skirt w ith a waistband about a foot wide, 
which comes up aud clasps their breasts. 
squeezing them alm ost like a corset. Over 
tliis cotnes a short jacket w ith sleeves 
winch, w hen 
wriit led 
plainly, shows 
Hie iteeollette dividing of yellow skin 
hoi ween 
bolt 
and 
waist. 
Tho

winch are 
in 
some 
cases 12 inches 
long a d as big around as your little 
finger. They are m ade of silver and jade 
and som etim es have knobs on them as big 
as the hand of a two-year-old baby. Tile 
servants of the palace wear a peck of false 
hair oil their heads coiled in thick rolls. 
Tile Korean ladies are very glad to see 
foreign ladies, but few- of them are able to 
return th e calls. 
Due of them told an 
Amor can friend of m ine th at she found it 
very hard to lead such a secluded lite and 
she longed or tim custom s of our country. 
All Korean ladies smoke. They have their 
polite ways of bowing and their codo of 
etiquette, aud not a few of them rule their 
husbands. The laws of divorce are alm ost 
altogether on 
tho 
husband’s side, and 
widows am ong tho better classes do not 
m arry again. 


The only women who have tile right to 
he seen by men outside their own families, 
are the dancing girls, and these are much 
like the Geishas of Japan. They are called 
in a t feasts and there are m any fam ous 
dancers who are em ployed especially to ap 
near before the king. These girls wear fine 
dresses of silk and they Whiten their sk iis 
with pow-der and paint. 
They sing in a sort 
of a chant and their dance is a series of pos­ 
turing like th a t of the sam e class of girls iii 
Japan. Many of them become concubines, 
and concubinage is common in Korea. 


One of the chief am usem ents am ong the 
men is archery, and the Koreans shoot re­ 
m arkably well. Many of the yang ban have 
targets iii their gardens, and trials of skill 
are often held. In coml any w ith Colonel 
Cum m ins I visited the archery grounds of 
the M ulberry palace. Tim distance between 
the place where the archers stood and the 
target was fully Hot) yards, and til© judges 
had such confidence in the accuracy of the 
shots th at they had their seats w ithin five 
feet of the bullseye. 


As to other am usem ents the people seem 
to have few. There are no pub! c halls and 
no theatre#, and really the people have lit­ 
tle outside of their food and th eir rest. 
A 
civilization they have, tout it isono th at has 
long gone to sleep. 
Good-natured and 
sturdy, they need the incentive of security 
of property to ever m ake them rouse to the 
present. Ju st now they are in the past ages 
of even Asiatic civilization. 
W ill they wake? 
This protilern is one just now proposed to 
the tie pie. After centuries of despotism 
and feudalism , and stagnation, the stream s 
of foreign tllo u g h tan d life were six years 
ago first adm itted. The thick crust of the 
hard clay of ages is only beginning to 
moisten, and it will take generations to 
to: ing the soil of this people to tho now far 
advanced life of Ja an. 
Tomorrow we leave tim capital and travel 
by inchairs, each borne ny eight coolies, to 
the sea coastal Chemulpo, where we take 
ti e Japanese steam er for China. I feel th at 
I have had but a taste of Korea, hut that 
taste has shown mo th a t there is here a 
rich m eal for the m an whose soul longs for 
things unknown and unw ritten.

The public is w aking up to th e fact th at 
the science of horse breeding Is only tieing 
understood very lately. W ithin the past IO 
or IC years th© str des h a ' e been giant like. 
and the work of m en of the stam p of a San­ 
ford or Blackman has been of such an 
order th at the best interests of the horse 
have been advanced to a pitch which ren­ 
ders the calculations of t!;e potency of cer­ 
tain strains an absolute certainty. New 
E ngland lins suffered a good deal by the 
laiiure to thoroughly understand the busi­ 
ness. and to th e etui of bring ng out the 
Plier theories during the pa-t few weeks, a 
G l o b e reporter lias visited several very 
prom inent horsem en 
and selected w hat 
seemed to be the better theories. 
In conversation w ith Mr. Wiggin of the 
Oak Hill stock farm the question was 
asked: "W hat do you consider th e reason 
th at so many men have m ade iatlures in the 
attem pt to breed fast horses?” 
"I th in k it can be as Hoed to the fact of 
their failure to understand exactly w hat 
they fire trying to do. To be a successful 
horse breeder—or in fact in any other enter 
prise a m an should thoroughly m ake up 
his m ind w hat he w ants to accomplish. 
H aving decided w hat kind of a horse is 
wanted, let him carefully consider the lines 
on which such an anim al is produced. Most 
people would say a H arry W ilkes, 2.13% : 
a Prince W ilkes, 2.14s/4 ; a Sable Wilkes, 
2.18; a Phallus. 2.1 HU. or a Patron, 2.14. 
Well, any of these should satisfy anybody. 
Nowadays very little is tieard of English 
Mambrino, and m ost of our breeders are 
satisfied to tak e a horse on trust. This is 
not tho course adopted by the few success­ 
ful breeders. They go to the fountain head 
and follow the stream down to see w hat has 
caused the vast im provem ent th a t has been 
m ade in tho tro ttin g horse. 
In doing this 
they have come to the fact th a t allo r nearly 
all th at are wortli m entioning can be traced 
to English Mambrino. Tilts great horse, 
although 
a thoroughbred, could trot 14 
m iles in an hour IOO years ago.” 
"How has his blood affected th e tro tter of 
today?”

NEW ENGLAND FARMERS. 


The annual m eetings of th e State granges 
of the Patrons of Husbandry in M assachu­ 
setts. New H am pshire and Maine, which 
have been in session for the last few days, 
serve to call public attention in the larger 
towns to the fact th at New E ngland's 
farm ing interests are still of great im por­ 
tance. Although in this State m anufactur­ 
ing has of late years som ew hat overtopped 
agriculture in am ount of capital and num ­ 
ber of persons em ployed, yet even in Mas a- 
clm aetts farm ing comes in a good second, 
while in Maine. New H am pshire ana Ver­ 
m ont it is still the leading industry. 
People who live in cities are accustomed 
• regard M assachusetts as anything but a 
farm ing State, but more than 8200,000.000 
of capital is invected in M assachusetts 
farms. There are 06,000 fanners and 3<V 
OoO farm laborers. The wages paid in 1885 
am ounted to $6,300,000. 
Farm ing is a more im portant business 
than any other single industry in Massa­ 
chusetts. It falls not far short of equalling 
ail the m anufactures combined. It is an 
honorable and independent occupation, but 
the work is bard and the rewards generally 
meagre. The farm er is a w orkingm an w lo 
works for all he gets. aud a dollar is worth 
as much to him as to anyone else. And yet 
who thinks of prelecting the poor farm er? 


PITTSBURG’S WARNING TO ’‘PROTEC­ 
TION.” 
W ell may the citizens of Pittsburg ex­ 
claim : “It is not a theory th at confronts 
us, but a condition!” The fruits of sham 
protection are upon thorn, and labor is 
dragged down to the level of an order of 
civil.zation 
so low 
th at self-respecting 
American workingm en will not endure it. 
The Pittsburg m anufacturers seem liable 
to be driven to a point where they m ust 
choose between the kind of civilization 
w ith which the most ignorant classes of 
Hungarians and Italians are content and 
the civilization of American workingmen. 
The two cannot exist together. One or the 
other m ust go. 
This is tile "protection of American labor” 
about which we have heard 
so much. 
W hat does the Republican party propose to 
do about it now th at It has assum ed the 
reins of power? 
During the late cam paign workingm en 
were warned th a t the Republicans were 
playing a double game. W hile pretending 
to protect them against the foreign pauper 
labor product they were all the tim e using 
the pauper labor itself to drag down wages.

Leaving out exceptional localities, every 
voter in the S< nth is as free as air to vote 
for such presidential electors as he may 
favor, lf there is here and there in the 
South some' slight intim idation it is prob­ 
ably more th an offset in the North by in ­ 
tim idation of factory hands and the whole­ 
sale bribery th a t is practised in the doubt­ 
ful States. T hat elections are as free in the 
finn th as in the North everyone who has 
lived iii beth sections know-;. The ranting 
of tectiona! 
newspapers on either side 
counts for rn thing in the face of the mass 
of private testim ony. 
Those who say th a t the negro vote in the 
Pouth is system atically aud illegally sup­ 
pressed forget how easy it would be for the 
Southern Democrat* to suppress th e colored 
vote under th e forms of law ii they wished 
tosupi>rf*ss it at all. They w ou'd only have 
to follow the exam ple of M assachusetts and 
put a pri tecllve tax of $2 on votes to tax 
leveu-cigbths of the colored vote into in ­ 
nocuous desuetude. It would be folly to re­

Topeka & Santa Fe, or the Chicagoi B ur­ 
lington & Quincy. 
It is just a year since the outrageous cut­ 
ting began, which nearly wrecked two 
great properties, and which is chiefly re­ 
sponsible for the shrinkage of *80,000,000 
in the value of securities beld iii this city 
alone. 
The cutting need essly saer Aced 
the earnings of the roads, brought heavy 
loss upon E astern investors, and did no 
good w hatever unless the m anipulation of 
the stock by a few large speculators m ay be 
called a good.

THE WEIGHT OF NAMES, 
A New York scale factory bason th e m ar­ 
ket. by the side of a big track scale th a t can 
weigh acarfu ll of pig-iron weighing 80.000 
pouuds. a tiny balance so line th ai it dis­ 
cards ordinary grains and is operated by 
little bits of alum inium so sm all as hardly 
to be visible. 
Ea< h of these is a m illigram . 
or thousandth part of a gram. 
A New York reporter, being rather sus­ 
picious of such delicate balances, was 
asked to pull out an eyelash and throw it on 
the scales. W hile he was tr. ing to capture 
one the operator rem oved the glass case 
which covered the balances and weighed 
the dust in tho air. The astonished re 
porter found th at one of his eyelashes 
weighed a m illigram . He then threw en a 
whole hair from his wise head and the 
scales bounded up to the tune of three 
m illigram s. 
The bewildered scribe, who bad fancied 
th at he was up to most of the tricks of 
tricky world, was then asked to step upon 
another pair of scales and have his whole 
hair weighed. Reckoning three m illigram s 
to a lu ir. there would be 80,000 hairs to an 
ounce, and there were, therefore. 240,000 
hairs in the three ounces on his head. 
While explaining to him how any man 
could num ber Hie hairs of his head for 
him self by these balances the operator 
weighed and num bered his whiskers, when 
the reporter cried "E nough.” 
But the most interesting experim ent was 
to come, aud one which deeply concerns 
th at num erous toby of people who are look­ 
ing for great names in the world. The re­ 
porter was asked to throw a blank piece of 
his m anuscript paper on the balances, and 
it weighed 38 m illigram s. He was then 
asked to w rite his nam e or. the paper and 
put it back, when the scales tipped to 43 
m illigram s. To his great joy and surprise 
be thus found that hie nam e. which he had 
supposed had no weight at all in society. 
was good for live m illigram s. It had. more­ 
over. dem onstrated why a full spread of 
m iddle nam es in 
one’s siguatuie 
adds 
w eight to any w riter’s name. 
It may be th at the tim e has come to re­ 
duce the w eight of great nam es to ail exact 
science, now that we have balances of such 
delicacy as to tell the exact truth in m illi­ 
grams. Nam e • are but words, after ail, and 
as It is every m an’s duty to weigh his words 
I ttle harm could result from throw ing in 
the nam es along w ith the r st. and thus 
realize the ideal of the even g la n c e s over

Alexander Hamilton and His 


Times. 


Recollections Inspired by a Sight of 


Dis House on Rollers. 


Touching Anecdote of the Night Before 


the Fatal Duel. 


N e w Y o r k , Dec. 2 1 .—The great num ber 
of adm irers of A lexander M. H am ilton in 
Boston is ap o asen t, by dis statue in your 
public streets, the recent ieis3ue of his 
works by H enry Cabot Lodge, with nothing 
om itted, s wild aiolis or otherwise, and by 
the la go following possessed by H am ilton 
in M assachusetts, com pared to th at which 
adhered to th e Adams fam ily, hisself elected 
rivals. All such persons will rem em ber the 
stately descript on of H am ilton by W ebster, 
th a t he . smoto the barren rock of the 
trea8Uiy and abundant w aters gushed forth. 
I w as riding last Sunday up the cable 
railroad on Tooth avenue when I saw H am ­ 
ilton's house ricing ii oved upon a tem po­ 
rary railw ay of hew n logs vpon rollers. 
This was the house he inhabited at the 
tim e be was ki led by Aaron Burr, and he 
had built this house about tw o or three 
years before w ith the proceeds of ins rising 
law practice, and had gone som ew hat into 
debt to construct it. for ids son .lam es Ham ­ 
ilton says th at when his father died there 
was no esiate left for the widow and the 
children. B urr had not only taken his life, 
b u t had taken it a t a tim e when it was en­ 
gaged w ith all its a' dor and alm ost for the 
II rat per.od iii the support of his brood. I saw 
the old house after the lapse of nearly 85 
years since the d el, about m aking its pil­ 
grim age to some uncertain spot, and it 
alm ost seemed to me like the funeral of the 
habitation. Not more I ban a quarter to 
half a m ile north of it was the country 
cem etery of T rinity Church, which is now 
the chief cem etery of th a t church, and con­ 
taining m any splendid t mbs. A few only 
of the very old tombs, simh as th a t of 
A lexander Ham ilton, rem ain around phi 
T rinity • difice. on Broadway, opposite Wall 
street so J alm ost thought as I saw the old 
house pointed u rthw estw ard th a t they 
were going to roll it to Trinity uptow n 
graveyard and there bury it. 
This house is very nearly square to lo k 
at and two good stor es high, with an attic. 
On coch side of it run two classical veran­ 
das, generally called porches, about the 
lull length of the house and enclosed so 
th at they are only entered lrom the edifice. 
One of these porches opened from 
H a m i l t o n ’* O v a l O t n t i n r - I t o o m . 
Tho opposite porch opened from his oval 
drawing-room. The third side of tho house 
from the form er front had a sm all porch 
n arly square, to w hich high wooden steps 
ascended, in the rear of the house was a 
kind of stoop or porch shed to shelter the 
servants and domestics. Around the top of 
the house ran a gallery or b a lis te r to hide 
too m uch of Hie roof, aud this was m ade in 
clas-ical fashion 
like tho p liars of the 
porches. ’Hie roof was conical, a n i Ila I 
four large chim neys, all of the sam e she, 
com ing out bet we. n the 
one and the bal­ 
ustrade. 
W hen Hie house stood on the 
Riouiid it had a tine cellar under it, which 
was ully plastered. I was in Hi s hom e 
some tw o years ago, and, if I eorrectiy re­ 
m em ber, .t had on Hie left as one entered a 
little reception room, and on the right a 
sm all library, where 
H am ilton worked.

cont nued

gave ad omission 
on

left 
to

drawing-room 
and

the dining room, both of which, as I have 
said, were of a broad oval, the io n -r diam eter 
of the ellipse extending to the side windows. 
Home very nice carpentry was in these 
rooms, and one of the mantelafrind been re­ 
cently taken away to be out iii a city resi­ 
dent e belonging to the owner. W hen I was 
there the house was occupied by a con­ 
tractor. who had 
his carts, drags, etc., 
standing around the house. His fam ily al­ 
lowed m e to look at m atters down sta in , 
and tin re I sat for hall a*» bour. till the 
gentlem an him self cam e in. Only two years 
ago there was still a stone wall around the 
premises div ding it from T enth avenue. 
arid a rustic gatew ay wa in the wall, afford­ 
ing adm ission to the grounds through a 
grove of natural trees. Nearly every one of 
these is now out di wn.

Oliver Ditson, whose im print has been 
fam iliar to three generations of the Amer­ 
ican music-loviug people, died at his home 
in Boston on Friday last. Mr. Ditson was 
born in the Hub in IS H .

He learned 
the trade of printer. In 1834 he opened the 
well known "Old Corner Booksto e ” in 
School street, Boston, and in 18 to had sole

His business 
nourished, and Mr Ditson for m any years 
h s been one of the ’solid men ’ of Boston 
He held m an po itions < f trust, especially 
iu banks and sim ilar institutions, but never 
would accept political office.

rem ain, and it was thought they would 
have to go. but Thom as M urray, who lives 
iii the neighborhood, told me th a t he under­

So the 
property fell into th e hands of a trustee.

the N ot1 erlands rath er than the Dutch 
style, and y o u see in Brussels and Antwerp 
m anv Dutch Isouses on the civic square, 
running up high and in different colors, 
with '-teen ish .gables to the stieet. W ash­ 
ington Irving, who probably had more n- 
filienee in this State than any single literary

When the new houses were goihg un fast, 
tho question cam e w hat to do with the 
H am ilton House in the middle. N ounally 
per on who had bought or controlled the 
property knew much about it. By the addi­ 
tion of a few coats of paint it could have 
cen made a very stylish cottage, but this 
age does not want to have it around. Finally 
it was turned over to old St. L uke’s Dutch 
Reformed or Calvinistic C hurch for a sort 
of Sunday school building So it is now on 
its w ay to about One H undred and Fortieth 
stieet, to take its place perm anently, it is 
hoped, in association w ith Hie i hurch of 
tho sam e faith which H am ilton a herod t >. 
(in both side-i he was Calvinistic.

And it was a reproach to the son 
th at this governm ent never enabled him to 
get enough money together to repair his 
lather’s fortunes in the island of Nev is. 
'I lie father lived alm ost as long as the son. 
if not quite as long. 
J lie m other died 
when H am ilton was (mite young. 
He was 
an eleve of th" newspaper mess. sm all as it 
was in those days, while younger than al­ 
m ost anv of our new spaper reporters. In­ 
deed. when only id years of age he wrote a 
des' ript on of a hurricane in his native 
islands which attracted so m uch attention 
there that the author was traced oat, and 
found to be th s oiph&n boy in a shipping 
house. His em ployer vouched for his abil­ 
ity, and the got d Scotch Presbyterian m in­ 
ister w ent arounefand m ade a subscription 
am ong the planters to 
S u c k a P r e c o c i o u s B o y 
to the U nited States to be educated. H am ­ 
ilton continued to be a w riter all his life. 
and th a t faculty, w ith the intellect it im­ 
plied aud sum m oned, caused him his use­ 
fulness and fame, though ho superadded to 
it the prof ssion of a soldier, and was a 
genuine soldier of the line. and not m erely 
a staff officer. He left the staff of W ash­ 
ington to go into the line. Horn which he 
bad come, and in Hie line he begged alm ost 
apraiust hopi) to be ftllowod to lead the 
A m erica n 
storm ing party at Yorktown, 
which carried one of th e two dangerous 
redoubts. Subsequently, when his m oral 
cou age as well had been approved in the 
cabinet, he was 
m ade m a or general in 
the regula forces of tho United M ates at 
the tim e of the declaration of war against 
F ram e, in the adm inistration of John 
Adams.. Instead of conceding tins appoint- 
mem to his junior and party ally, w ith a 
generous nature, John Adams executed 
several chicken fits on th e sc blee t and 
w anted to quarrel w th General W ashing­ 
ton l r dem and rig th at H am ilton be put 
at the head of the list, but it may be said 
th a t others got m ad also, for old General 
Knox. who had stood the test of m any in­ 
citem ents to jealousy, on this occasion flew 
the Wack aud lefused to accept: his commis­ 


sion as one of the lltrce m a'or-generals, so 
th a t one can read upon his tom bstone w ith­ 
out much w inder the inscription: 
‘Here 
lies the general who w as killed by swallow­ 
ing a chicken bone.” 
This is the genuine inscription, I under­ 
stand, 
ii on Hie tonilmtoue 
of General 
Knox. Therefore I think th at :f 
a statue 
is to be erected to Knox th a t there ought 
to bo a bas-relief of the chicken bone on 
one side and of John Adams going through 
the chicken lit on the other side. 
H am il­ 
ton began the study of law toward tho 
close o f the revolut on, bu t had no tim e to 
practise it, since he was 
C a tle rl I n t o W a s h i n g t o n ’* C a b i n e t 
to organize the treasury departm ent. There 
he rem ained till the first of the year 1795, 
when he was about 38 yehrs old. for he was 
born in Je soy 
He was born Jan. l l . and 
died July 12, so th at he was when he died 
47 years 6 m onths and I day old. The in­

cares Ham ilton w ent to Albany 
and

General Schuyler, had about th at 
tim e cut a road from his country plantat.on 
at Schuylerville, on the Hudson River, to 
Saratoga Springs, and put up a cabin near 
the High Bock spring, so I have little d> ubt 
th a t H am ilton hasbeen at Saratoga drink­ 
ing of the waters. T he Schuyler fam ily for 
years 
went there every sum m er before 
there was anything to denote the place ex­ 
cept a few lodging or boarding shanties. 
General W ashington, by the way, d esired 
to own the Saratoga Springs and to Take up 
the land. 
He w ent there w ith General 
Schuyler in the closing years of the revolu­ 
tion. when the Am erican arm y lay in the 
h ghlands about Newburgh. I am not sure 
that he was not accomp nted there by Lov- 
em or Clinton, who a t Hie sam e general 
tim e was show ing to him the facilities of 
New York State to m ake the E rie canal. 
This canal ha I for its earliest projector of a 
serious 
character 
the 
sam e 
General 
Schuyler. 
There is plenty of this Ham ilton m atter to 
ma e a ver v long letter of. and I am tem pted 
alm ost every m om ent to w ander away from 
m y them e in th a t pursuit. W hile looking 
over 
M r. I.o -ig eN R e c o lle c tio n s 
of H am ilton's w ritings a few d aysagoat the 
Astor library. I saw a note expressing some 
doubt about the authenticity of Mrs. H am il­ 
ton’s orother-in-law Church. I was able to 
show Mr. Dodge w here he could find some 
notice of this individual. T his was in John 
T rum bull’s rem iniscences, and is to be 
found th ereo n page 97. where he says: "In 
May, 1777. im m ediately after m y resig­ 
nation, 
my 
m ilitary 
accounts 
weie 
audited 
and 
settled 
a t 
Albany 
bv 
the 
proper 
accounting 
officer. 
John 
Carter. This gentlem an, who soon after 
ifiarried Angelica, the eldest daughter of 
G eneral Schuyler, resided in 1778 and 1779 
in Boston, where I was studying, and the 
acquaintance, w hich com m enced nt Al­ 
bany, was continued. On my return from 
Europe In 1782 he was one of th e contrac­ 
tors for the supply of the Am erican and 
French arm ies in com pany with m y friend, 
Colonel W adsw orth of Hartford. After the 
prelim inaries of peace were signed, these 
gentlem en proposed the com m ercial con­ 
nection which I declined; and when I re­ 
solved to return to London for the purpose 
of studying the arts, I purchased from Mr. 
Carter a bill of exchange upon a banking 
h"use in London, w ith th e full am ount of 
all my disposable m eans, which were sm all 
enough to begin such a course w th. 
"In London in 1784 my acquaintance 
w ith this gentlem an was renew ed under 
the nam e of John b ark er Church (Carter 
had been but a nom de guerre), where he 
lived in great elegance, a m em ber of Par­ 
liam ent, etc., etc., aud although I wa* 
N o w a I*oor N utrient of F a in tin g , 
and he rich, honored and associated w ith 
the great, Mr. C hurch continued to treat me 
on the footing of equality, and I frequently 
dined at his table w ith distinguished m en 
such as Sheridan and so forth.” 
Mr. T rum bull then goes on to say th a t 
Mr. Church voluntarily offered him his 
purse w ithout any guarantee or indorser, 
saying; “ W henever you may have occasion 
fur i.5(), 4100 or *500 you will go to no one 
else but appy to m e and you shall alw ays 
have it on Your personal security.” Mr. 
T rum bull ihen states that, he availed him ­ 
self of his friend’s singular kindness to a 
considerable am ount and for m any years, 
aud when the account was closed by his 
final paym ent of the balau e due, on March 
6. 1797, he m ade an entry as follows: 
“The kindness of Mr. C hurch in advanc­ 
ing me a t tim es when my prospects were 
not the m ost prom sing, and on mv personal 
security merely, the sum s w hich Lorn the 
above account will forever deserve my 
m ost sincere acknow ledgm ents—w ithout 
sucli aid m y subsequent success would 
have been checked by pecuniary em bar­ 
rassm ents.” 
It seems th a t the above was entered on 
C hurch’s banking books. 
The incident 
cads to my m ind th at the Truni hulls, 
brothers, I suppose, of this Colonel lirum- 
bull were am ong the m ost hostile critics of 
G eneral Schuyler w hen he com m anded the 
arm y against Burgoyne, and they had Gates 
substituted for him . 
Thereto! e, it was 
General Schuyler’s son-in-law who m ain­ 
tained Colonel T rum bull years afterw ard in 
a loreign land. 
Like all fam ilies w ith strong traits, the 
Schuyler* were led 
frequently 
by this 
world’s wisdom, and in other cases by a 
strong natural heart. 
Angelica Schuyler 
stepped ai ound the co rn er.it is said, w ith 
this Mr. C hurch, who was living under an 
assum ed nam e, and m arried him , to 
o u i G e n e r a l S c h u y le r ’s H o t D is lik e , 
but he was a good father, and forgave Hie 
offenders. 
Mr. Church finally removed 
from E ngland to New York, and 
here 
fought a duet w ith Aaron B urr before the 
H am ilton duel took place. 
He accust d 
B urr of .obiery with Hie Holland Land 
Company, in having its bond destroyed for 
legislative services. 
This was no doubt 
true, as was the accusation against Burr, for 
which lie challenged H am ilton. B urrw asa 
com plete scoundrel in the estim ation of all 
his contem poraries in New York and was 
only in recent years taken up and white- 
wa lied by Mr. Barton ana others. 
T hat he 
was a scoundrel I had am ple testim ony 
not long ago. in the very room w here he 
was m arried to Alme. Jum el, where lier 
representative, when his nam e was m en­ 
tioned, said. "T he less said about Cob bel 
Burr the belter.” In point of fact, as the 
lawyers here generally unde stand, B urr 
used to take a fee in a case w here he was 
retained, and go over to tho opposite side 
and huckster for the price of selling oui the 
con Ii deuce. 
I notice iii the above extract about Mr. 
Church, that he was at one tim e in business 
w ith Colonel W adsworth. It seems to me 
th a t tins Colonel W adsworth, who was thus 
a contractor and arm y speculator, was also 
til man who had in h s em ploym ent the 
Reynolds fam ily out of which ( am e M aria 
Reynolds, or Livingston, who took advan­ 
tage of Mrs. Ham ilti n's absence from Phila­ 
delphia to start an am our w ith the young 
seer tary, which gave lr.m a great deal of 
trouble. 
To finish my story, the old St. L uke’s 
Church exem plifies, iii its rem oval to the 
Ha ilton grange district, how population 
at the piesent cay behaves just like the 
I uritan congregations in tho tim es of Rev. 
John Cotton, who rem oved from Boston, 
ling., to the place called in ins honor Bos­ 
ton. Mass. St. Lu ;e’s Church is (.own in 
old G reenw ich village, ai out two m iles and 
ti half above, the Battery, and full two m iles 
i elow Central Park. Not long aeo it was 
found that the church and g ra\ eyard, being 
all beleaguered by population an't business 
required to he taken to some other place to 
prese ve the congregation. T hee selected a 
lot above Hie Central Park, perhaps lour or 
five tildes above their old location. F orth­ 
with Hie m em beis of the congregation be­ 
gan to 
B u y L o ta a n d B u ild H ouses 
near the new church, and it was found th a t 
there was a considerable transform ation of 
the whole congregation from one end of tile 
island to Hie other, w ith u t any previous 
concert except on this m atter of the church­ 
going. 
id course there was an uptown 
m ovem ent, hu t Hie congregations pitched 
on the west side in th e vicinity of their 
church when it was taken away. I t 's i n 
the rear of this church th a t the H am ilton 
Granite House is to he p u tu p and if they go 
into tile sta lied glass investm ent in th at 
church I will give them a subject for a w in 
dow. 
About 1879-80 John C, Ham ilton, who 
was then some 8<> years ol age. I think, was 
prow l ug alo rid one m orning at the How­ 
land House, Long Branch, like o d m en who 
cannot sleep well. I was also up trying to 
w ii e a letter before the poop e should he 
stirring. He sat down near mo, not know ­ 
ing me, and after a tim e be said: “Do I 
disturo you sir?” 
* 
I repl ed th a t he did not, and called birn 
by name. In a few m inutes I felt moved to 
ask b im a question about the works of his 
father, which he had edited tor the govern 
mi nt. Finding th at I took some interest in 
his father’s tory, he said: 
“I will tell you an incident, sir, which you 
may like to recollect heieafter. W hen I 
was a sm all boy only a few years of age 
and was about being pot to bed, I was arati 
ti d and surpristd to see my fath rcom e 
into tile room. He said to me. 'Johnny. I 
thought I would come a little while tonight 
and lie down by you.’ H s countenance 
was very bright and beautilul as I rem em ­ 
ber it. A fter m aking me very happy by his 
atte n t! us, lie sa d, Now, Johnny, suppose 
you and Isa y the Lord's J layer together.’ 
so mv father took my hands in his. and we 
sa d the prayer. I thought it was all very 
,von> erfui. The .next day I heard th a t lie 
had been kille I.” 
Tins incident, I have little doubt, hap­ 
pened at tho old H am ilton Grange House, 
whore I th in k Ham Hon slept the night 
before the tragedy, as it was in the sum m er. 
W hen I thought of this last of the great 
residences of New York finding no sponsor 
in any of the learned societies or public spirit 
of the town, and glanced across at the 
M ntefiore Jew ish Home. I wondered if 
the Hebrews w ere not our olde>t citizens, 
and the 
so-called 
K nickerbockers had 
become the w andering tribe of Israel.

YELLOW FEVER’S ANTICS. 


Rem iniscences by a Northerner Who w as 
in New Orleans During the Great 
Epidemic in the Fifties. 
It was the good or ill fortune of the w riter 
hereof to be detained on board ship in New 
O r.eans in th e sum m er of the great epi­ 
dem ic in 185— and a few instances th a t 
cam e under his observation m ay not prove 
uninteresting to the reader. 
The reason th a t we rem ained was th a t we 
could not get away because th e underw rit­ 
ers would not insure either th e vessel or 
cargo, for it was a well-known fact th a t any 
chan e of locality, air or. more especially, 
w ater was a,m ost sure to result totally in a 
few hours. 
We laid at w hat was called Slaughter- 
House Point, aud a t the tim e of which I 
w rite four ships laid outs de of us, aud 
there was hardly a day or night when dead 
bodies were not carried across our decks. 
At this tim e I th in k the highest nu.,.ber 
dying in cne day was 5u5 or nearly double 
the num ber of all th e deaths in Jackson­ 
ville, F a., to date. 
About I o’clock one day in A ugust the 
ship Pocahontas of Bath, Me., a regular 
packet between New O rleans and Havre, 
haul d alongside tile outer ship at our pier 
aud m ade fast, and her m aster. C aptain Cl­ 
of Bath, cam e over our de ks. shook hands 
witti 
our 
captain 
(mv 
brother), and 
took his way up town to th e custom house 
to 
enter 
his 
ship. 
Now, 
when 
the 
Pocahontas 
was 
a t 
this 
port 
on 
her 
tonner 
voyage 
she 
was ordered 
to 
Boston 
to * get 
her 
copp r 
re­ 
newed, and w hen he w ent back th e captain 
took w ith him his wife, who was an invalid, 
the doctors in B — , th in k in g a sea voyage 
□light be beneficial to b e r; but as she was 
seasick 
the 
whole passage 
tho doctor 
told the captain lie m ust not tak e per to 
H avre, as she would nut live to sec the port. 
So he lett lier in a first-class boarding-house 
on bt. Charles stieet. and it was while he 
was gone th a t the lever broke out. 
Well, as I said, Captain C 
started for 
and w ent to th e Custom House to en ter his 
vessel, which done he started to go to 
George \V. liynson A Co.'s, on Common 
street, his consignees (who were also oursq 
about h alf a m ile away. 
He had got. about 
half way to G. W. H. Sc Co.’s w hen some­ 
thing sn u ck him th a t he would go up aud 
see his wife, and go to Ilynson’s in the 
evening. He turned in his Wacks and made 
his way to St. Charles street, and as he 
turned the corner by the bt.Ci,arles Hotel he 
saw the dead cart drive away from the 
door of the house, w here he had left his 
wife and the landlord- stand ng in the door. 
He stooped the dead cart, which had on it 
some six rough pine boxes, aim inquired of 
the driver who he had tak en from the 
b ar ding-house and found it was Ins own 
wife. He told th e driver he m ust see her, 
but the driver had no tim e for th a t kind of 
sentim ent. H ow e, er. being now joine i by 
the landlord. Captain C — had no d Ifi- 
culty iii com ing to term s w ith him aud this 
box was taken from the cart and placed 
on the sidew alk, and, the landlord having 
pr a ured a h am m er and chisel, the cover 
was soon rem oved, and asih e air sn u ck her 
face his wife opt ned lier eyes. He and th e 
landlord at once took her indoors, sent for a 
physician and nurse, tended her faithfully 
him self and she got well, became the 
m other of two children after th at, and the 
w riter of this has had them on his kuee 
m any a time. 


I slept on board the vessel of w hich I, was 
w hat is term ed shipkeeper, b u t I took mv 
m ea,s at a large boarding-house kent by a 
Germ an by the nam e of Hildebrand, on 
Tchapatoulas street, and one day there 
arrived a t our house from u p riv e r a m an 
by the nam e of Benham , his wife un I four 
daughters, tile latter fine, bloom ing girls 
of from 17 to 25. 
Benham was a planter and had come to 
New O rleans to sell cotton and buy stores 
for th e wintt r. and the fem ales had come 
for th eir finery. They had not been but a 
few weeks there when the fever broke out 
an 
they were badly scared, and tiiev did 
alm ost the worst thing they could d a They 
w ent out to Lake Ponchartrain. about 12 
m iles out from tile city, because they had 
been told th a t they had never had any fever 
at the lake. 
B t they had 
not 
been 
more than th ree or four days at Lake Pon- 
chariraiu when the fever broke out there, 
and as tile physicians and nurses had gone 
to New Orleans to m ake their fortunes they 
found th a t if they were attacked w ith it 
there they wou <1 be entirely w ithout m edi­ 
cal aid. and so they did the second worst 
tiling they could do, they cam e back again, 
thus changing th e atm osphere and the 
w ater (the latter of the utm ost im portance) 
twice in about a week. 
They arrived back at Mr. H ildebrand's 
about 6 o’clock p. rn., and after tea I sat 
down and played a gam e of euchre w ith 
three of the young ladies until about 8. J0, 
when I went aboard, leaving them all wrell: 
but at IO o'clock th a t n ight or only an hour 
and a half afterw ards, they were all laid 
out—all six dead.

Eve Pancakes. 


Gingerbread the Delight of Youth, the 


Solace of Old Age. 


At the dem onstration lecture given by 
Miss 
M aynard 
at the Boston Cooking 
School T hursday m orning th e following 
dishes were described and prepared: 
F r ie d S m e lts. 
Clean, wash and w ipe: season w ith salt 
aud pepper; roll in Hour, dip in egg. then in 
crum bs, and fry in hot fat, 
If a thick crust is liked on th e sm elts they 
may be rolled in crum bs first instead of the 
flour, then in egg and in crum bs again. The 
m ethod given in th e rule gives a delicate 
crust. 
Fry in a frying basket. 
Have th e fat quite hot so as to harden the 
egg at once; then lessen th e b eat by setting 
the k ettle back a little, and let them cook 
dill done through, 
S a u c e T a r ta r e . 
C ut I sm all pickle, I tablespoonful capers 
and 4 olives very fine. Add I cup m ayon­ 
naise. 
T his ta rta r sauce is very nice to serve w ith 
all sorts of fried fish. A good way is to open 
the sm elts a t th e last m om ent, ju st before 
serving.and put a teaspoonful of th e dressing 
into the cavity. 
C h ic k e n S a la d . 
C ut cold bo led chicken into sm all dice. 
IV ash and scrape the celery and cu t into 
dice. Use I p in t chicken dice and I cup 
celery. Mix together. Season w ith a French 
dressing m ade by m ixing I teaspoonful salt, 
1 saltspoonful pepper together. 
Add 3 
tablespoonsful oil and I tablespoonful vine­ 
gar. Let it stand I hour, then add the m ay­ 
onnaise garnish and serve. 
Any kind of cold chicken, boiled or roast, 
m ay be used for this salad. A chicken 
weighing four pounds will give ate ut throe 
cups of m oat. Of course the w hite m eat 
gives a nicer looking salad th an the dark 
m eat: in a fam ily tho w hite m eat of tw o 
chickens m ay be used, leaving the black 
m eat for irieassee or croquettes, so th at 
none is wasted. 
Tile French Dressing, 
th e receipt for 
which is given above, is alw ays used for all 
plain vegetable salads and to "m arin ate” 
cliicken, fish, etc., before th e m ayonnaise 
dressin • is added. A plain 
obster salad is 
also best with a plain French dressing. 
This 
diessl g should 
thicken 
slightly 
tow ards the last, and th e oil should be well 
m ixed w ith th e other ingredients. 
M ayonnaise Bressing- 
Mix I teaspoonful m ustard, Vc teaspoonful 
salt, Vi saltspoonful cayenne together. Add 
the yolks of 2 raw eggs. M ix well. A d d ln in t 
oil slowly. W hen very thick, th in w ith a 
little lem on juice, using 2 tablespoonfuls in 
all. then add vinegar and oil u ntil of tho 
desired consistency. Add a little sugar, a 
teaspoonful, if desired. 
H ave the oil very cold. If it is cold and 
added to the rest of th e m ixture slowly 
tlieie will b elittle danger of th e dressing 
going wrong, 
lf th e dressing should curdle 
add th e yolk of another egg and m ore oil, 
etc. 
I et the work be done quickly, so th a t 
tho oil m ay not be got heated through. 
M ayonnaise of Cauliflower. 
Separate cold 
boiled cauliflower into 
flowerets. Season w ith a French dressing. 
Let it stand an hour, then add th e m ayon­ 
naise. 
Use a sm all quantity’ of the French dress, 
ing, say th e am ount given in th e rule abox e, 
jus' enough to season it. 
Flour P aiirak ei. 
Mix 2 cups flour, I saltspoonful salt, Vs 
cup sugar and I teaspoonful baking powder 
together. T hen add I egg, w ell beaten, 
and aA cup m ilk and enough m ore flour ta 
m ake a stiff natter. Fry in hot fat. 
M ake th e pancakes as soft as you can 
w ithout allow ing them to soak fat, whicfc 
they will < o if they are too soft. 
Have tho fat very hot. Scrape in a body 
from the spoon as the dough is nut into th e 
fat, and there will 
be no unnecessary 
"sprangies” on tile pancakes. 
r-erve w ith jelly or lem on sauce. 
R y e Pancakes. 
Mix 8/i cup rye m eal. Vt cup flour, Va tea­ 
spoonful soda, I teaspoonful cream of tar­ 
tar. I heaping tablespoonful of sugar and I 
saltspoonful salt together. Then add I egg 
well beaten aud Va cup m ilk. Fry in hot 
fat.Tho m eal is nicer than the rye flour, hut 
it should be sifted. It is a good plan to silt 
th e whole lot of m eal when it comes from 
the grocery store, and then it is sure to be 
dope. 
This sam e m ixture m ay be baked into 
muffins if there should be any left over. 
lf one wished to use baking powder in­ 
stead of soda and cream tartar, follow tho 
usual iu e and use a quantity of the baking 
powder equa to th a t of the soda and cream 
ta rta r taki u together, with a little more, to 
allow for th e necessary adulteration of tho 
rice powder w hich is p u t into the baking 
powder. 
For Irying. Miss M aynard used yesterday 
m orning a new m aterial, a m ixture of beef 
drippings and cottonseed oil. called cof- 
tolene, w hich is said to be preferable to 
lard or clear cottonseed oil for fryiug, or to 
use in part for shortening things, as one 
would use drippings. 
One advantage is th a t th ere is less odor in 
th e frying. 
G in g e r b r e a d . 
Cream Va cup butter, add I cup sugar and 
2 eggs well beaten. Mix thoroughly. 
Add 
I cup m olasses iu w hich you have stirred I 
teasooonful soda; then add I cup m ilk and 
3 or ava cups flour. I teaspoonful cinnam on 
and one tablespoonful ginger. 
The first thing to do is to butter th e tin in 
which the gingerbread is to bake w ith cold 
bu tter, or grease w itn cold drippings, an d 
then sprinkle w ith flour. G ingerbread is 
more apt to stick th an any other cake. T he 
above is a good way, however, to prepare 
any tin for baking any cake, except sponge 
cake, and is less bother th an to cover w ith 
buttered paper, etc. 
To cream tho b atter w arm the m ixing 
bow l, p u t iii th e batter and cream w ith ilia 
hand or a spoon. In w inter the hand had 
better be used, as its w arm th aids the pro­ 
cess, b ut in sum m er use th e spoon. Tile 
batter and sugar m ay be cream ed together 
if desired; use the fine granulated for all 
kinds of cake except sponge cake, and per­ 
haps it is as good for that. 
The eggs should be thoroughly beaten as 
for oak always. 
Sift th e soda into th e m olasses so th ere 
will be no tumps. 
The quantity of flour will depend on th e 
sort used —th ree cups of bread r our or th ree 
and a half of pastry being necessary. Add 
th e spi< es to the flour before they are added 
to tim m ixtu e. 
Use th e dark Porto Rico molasses so as to 
give a dark color. A light m ulatto-colored 
gingerbread is always objectionable in ap­ 
p a ra n c e . 
Tills m akes two sheets of the gingerbread. 
Some people leave out the ginger in tho 
above, add currants and raisins, and call 
it fru it cake.

th e n inth day it was able to protest bv tu rn ­ 
ing its head away energetica ly. 
Experi­ 
m ents to test sensation u ere m ade by pick­ 
ing at its lashes and lids to provoke w inking 
by blowing on its eyelids, by suddenly fold­ 
ing and unfolding a fan in its lace. by 
m oving a lighted candle bael$ and forth 
before its eyes. 
‘At least 20 tim es a day 
Preyer repeated this experim ent,” we were 
told w ith satisfaction, ' ’surprised by the 
sudden look of intelligence never observed 
before in them ,” and he concludes th at tho 
evolution of vision has possibly been quick­ 
ened by his efforts. Pinch ng it fro m ently 
m ight also have deve’opod intelligence. 
Preyer writes that fat tiler experiments, 
especially on new hora human beings, are 
very desirable anti recommends mothers 
to test their babies by putting

and Miss Marwedel, his translator, acids 
that “if in every family observations simi­ 
lar to those instituted by Preyer should 
concentrate the interest of thinking mem­ 
bers of the family upon the growing infant, 
■ the value of such a course, lo the indi­ 
vidual. to the family and to soh nee 
would be well-nigh immeasurable. 
The 
most delightful oc ciliation would fill the 
hours now spent in aimless talk or corrod­ 
ing gossip, and the baby would become tho 
centre of a thrilling drama.” I will remark 
that before now the interest of members of 
tile family has been concentrated on tick­ 
ling the baby’s feet, shouting at it to scott 
, v-,tart and putting the canille in its eves to 
see it wink, but they were commonly under 
ti years old. and such observations did not 
m eet 
parental 
sanction. 
Imagine 
the 
‘ thinking members of a lam ly” engaged 
anout the cradle, ringing dinner hajis in 
the new baby’s ears, trying it successively 
with 
assafet ria, 
kerosene 
and 
citric 
acid on its tongue, and touching it allover 
with cold iron, after the practice of Kroner 
anti Kussmaul, arid it is not difficult to 
think the c h id might easily "become the 
centre of a thrilling drama” of going into 
fits! 
'these savants totally overlook tho 
danger of sensations to the young brain, and 
th at they set up a ret ex action, end rig too 
often in idiocy or convulsi ng. Opening 
Professor Preyer’s book with keenest an Pu­ 
pations I regret to have found so little in it. 
With sup erne, inbred regard fur real learn­ 
ing, one must call such experiment but the 
pettifogs ry of science, hearing as little re­ 
lation to it as the ‘ Christian science” hum­ 
bug does to I eligfi n. I can’t help it—it will 
out. 
“I think the goodness and die grace, 
W h ich o n m y bn th h a v e sm ile d — 
IV h a te’er w as w a n tin g I w a s born 
A b le st, n o n -sclen tin o ch ild ." 
One thing must be impressed on the 
hearts of parents, that children are not 
sent nto the world as illustrations of 
theory. One who loves them must contin- 
uailv be watchful to stand between them 
and theories which do not fit. It won’t do 
in bringing up Tommy or Theodore and 
Ethel to go by the uiee systems of Alcott or 
I >wight, Marwedel or Preyer, or the Quincy 
in thod, any farther than they leave tho 
child tranquil, unconscious and happy. 
Stimulus, moral, physical or intellectual is 
as had for the young tilings as cognac in 
their bread and m lk. You do not want to 
•clap hands and shout at a baby lo make it 
lively. You do not want to feed children 
Tor 
fat. 
solid 
weight, 
for then they 
tend 
to 
chest 
diseases. 
You 
don’t 
want 
to 
keep 
them 
in 
kindergar­ 
ten constantly occupied and amused six 
hours a day. for that is the in ginning of the 
unconscious pressure brought upon the 
well-born child which kills off our best 
scholars and brightest men and wonxen.be- 
lore their dav passes noon. 
Miss Marwedel brings out shrewd olser- 
rations with all the mixture of German 
mysticism which irritates clear Amer eau 
brains. She remarks that German chil­ 
dren cry the most, then the English, 
French next, and 
A m e ric a n d i l l Ire n C ry th e L ea st 
of any, especially those horn in California. 
The surroundings : influence the child’s 
quietness. In France am! America families 
are smaller, which gives Pie child the privi­ 


lege of quiet environm ent. It prevents a 
m ultitude of too e rly aud too viol u t sen­ 
sor c emotions, and the fine plastic features 
of these n Horn seem to result from early 
undisturbed, unem otional growth. 
The am bitious m other who savs to her 
child. "Be simply perfect, th a t is all I ask ” 
as somebody quotes, never dream s th a t tho 
I est way to her ideal is not by crow ding its 
m ind with the ever-changing program m e 
of ilie kindergarten, which taxes teachers 
to invent, b u t by a udiclous letting alone 
for tho 
first IO or 
12 growing years, 
and 
a 
calm 
natural 
developm ent 
afterw ard. "Tw elve years lost .” cries the 
eager m am m a in horror. Not lost, but 
gained. The way c hildren pick up knowl­ 
edge when left to their natural force is sur­ 
prising and delightful. They are not stupid 
when they occupy them selves for horns 
w ith a toy. a picture a kitten. They are 
in orniing 
them selves 
in much 
hotter 
fashion th an von can teach them of the 
qualities and properties of natural objects. 
And how exquisitely clear their insight 
when not interfered with bv a m uddling 
finger. 
Happily, G erm an savants and their Amer- 
ieaniadyadm rersaren o tan in uentialpart 
of hum anity, and keen sense and natural 
feeling may be trusted to prevent their do­ 
ing an g reat mischief. The "developm ent 
by irritatio n ” common this suleof tile w ater 
ha < I een a moral or m ental overdoing. Due 
would suppose the moral stim ulus a thing 
of P uritan days and doctrines in equal 
request with the strong tea ana cognac 
kept in every 
closet. 
The 
danger of 
today is hardly th a t of over m orality, 
but 
m oralizing

tion 
is 
certainly 
gaining 
in 
certain

One feels th e pulse of such m ovem ent when 
brought up in a m inister’s fam ily, where 
the children are expect ii to set an exam ple 
to tile parish—where whist is forbidden and 
c h o k e rs doubtfully allowed, who e quad­ 
rilles are tabooed and croquet p rm itt d 
under special dispensation. 
The le tte r 
educated m inisters are m ore liberal than 
their bocks, nowadays, as to am usem ents. 
It is a hard-headed, short-m inded sort of a 
deacon 
who 
m akes

laxity bv sectarian strictures, who ke» ps 
pulpit and pew in awe. 
His wife is the 
prom inent m over iii w om en’s m eet ngs and 
br ngs her clrld up 
to 
be truthful - 
generous .’-d e lic a te in principle?—no, "but 
to be useful in the chm ch." Thole is some­ 
thing horrible to every true C hristian pos­ 
sessed w ith the sincerity and reticence 
of piety in the deliberate traili ng of very 
young children for public perform ances of 
religion. 
A strict 
Presbyterian 
woman 
lately told me com placently of her visit to 
one of the wealthy exem plary fam ilies of 
the church, where the m other invited her 
to the n rscry Munday alternoon "to hear 
the children pray,” saying th a t she hoi 
them by turns pray aloud th at they m ight 
bo cited to lead in meeting. And the girl of

It 
m ust have been the same fam ily whose 
nursery prayers were quoted and praised by 
a fem ale contributor in a church paper 
about the same tim e.

There could not be a better story for the 
morale of children than to do away w ith all 
lorms and occasion of public show for 
them , be 
it school 
exhibition, Munday 
school concert, private theatricals o prayer 
meetings. Iii 40 years I have never seen 
one particle of good done to a ch ild ’s m an­ 
ners or nature by such display, but univ 
evil, and evil exceed ii* y. It trains them 
to flippancy and lip service, to a vanity and 
shallow ness of feeling where singleness, 
steadiness and sensibility are impossible! 
Ti o principles fostered by this public teach­ 
ing are as sadly m ixed as those of a thir­ 
teen-year lad who I 
heard 
teasing his 
mot lier to let him sign the strict prohibition 
pledge to be circulated al Munday school 
conceit th a t night. 
Then comes the little nuisance, the boy 
or girl w ith literary aspirations, who has 
grown up w ith pen and ink fatally fam iliar. 
One brat I knew wanted to w rite a juvenile 
m agazine at 12 years old J I I would only 
help him to a sub eel and good plot, ideas 
and spelling. He fell to reporting item s for 
tho village paper at 14. and it was as hard 
work as I over did to get those item s 
to 
suit 
bis 
fastidious ear. 
lie com­ 
plained 
"m y 
style 
had 
too 
much 
levity,” an i would bo satisfied w ith nothing 
but the regular reporters’ hackney dialect. 
The joke of it is these juveniles never have 
the least literary taste. They can’t read 
Shakespea e, can’t relish Thackeray or 
.hiss Bronte, but stick to some idol of the 
day, trying desperately to w rite lk o Mrs. 
B urnett or Miss M urfree or Miss Rives. 
Tho next thing one knows they write 
poetry wild, lam enting, impossibly devout 
or erotic, as happens. They can do nothing 
but 
scribble w hat the bard headed old 
editor who brought me up by hand, on 
an ink bottle, used unsparingly and com­ 
prehensively to call "drool” or else refer to 
the laws against m arketing bob veal. Tne 
subject is too saddening to pursue.

Elements Which Go to Make 


Up Its Force. 


The Tower It Exerts in the Business, 


Social and Religions World. 


Lecture by Rabbi Solomon Schindler at 


the Temple Adath Israel. 


G nats Close th e S chool. 
[B u rlin g to n Free P ress.] 
The school at St. Albans Bay has been 
stopped by gnats. 
The insects became 
such a nuisance about the house that 
teacher and pupils agreed to stay at home 
till som ething was done to remove them . 


Rabbi Solomon Schindler delivered the 
following lecture last week at the Temple 
Adath Israel: 
When 
passing 
through 
mountainous 
regions you lilt your eyes and behold the 
fane.fill lines in which the peaks andcraggy 
cliffs rise one above the other, and when 
then you won, cr how these peculiar forms 
have come into existence, how it has hap­ 
pened that with sonio strain of imagination 
you find that they resemble giuantic per­ 
sons in the most fanciful attitudes, the 
scientists 
will 
tell you that the rain 
and Hie 
wind 
have been the art sts 
that have carved these wonderful statues, 
that little by little every drop of rain, 
every duke of snow, every stone of bail, bas 
torn away and washed away the grains of 
granite and marble, and that in course of 
time tho rocks have undergone through 
their instrumentality the great change 
which has transformed them into their 
present appearance. Though they will not 
be able to give you the exact number of 
years which was needed for such a trans­ 
formation. they will toll you that thousands 
of years passed before the change was con­ 
summated, aud ttiat 
your 
imagination 
would vainly attem pt to run through ttie 
whole course from the beginning to the end, 
At other tunes, how ever, you will reach a 
place where a re a d has been freshly cut 
through the very heart of a mountain by 
l he hands of man. You will behold heaps 
of stones cracked in a thousand Ola cs and 
broken into fragments by a force quite dif- 
ft rent from that whicn has almost unob- 
se vedly shaped iho peaks and cliffs on 
high, and the scientists will again tell yon 
that using dynamite or gunpowder the hand 
of man has caused these changes which, in 
many cases, have been improvements on the 
former state, although tho civilization and 
culture with whi< h the human being has 
beautified the scenery stands in strange 
cont rast to the wild beauty of virgin nature. 
I ne influences 
\ \ hlch A re C o n s t a n t ly at W o r k 
molding, shaping and transforming our 
thoughts, and of which I have spoken in 
my previous lectures, may be compared to 
the influences which heat and cold, rain, 
snow,, and wind bring to bear upon the 
rocks, transforming them into the pictur­ 
esque shapes in which they rise before un. 
There are, however, torees at work, which, 
like dynamite or gunpowder, will cut away 
through the most petri! ed parts of our 
brain, which .at one blow will tear up acres 
of thought, sometimes scattering the frag­ 
ments til a wide circle but which, with till 
their destructive virulence, are needed for 
tlie civilization and the culture of the 
human race. 
One of these forces and the m ightiest of 
all, is the daily press. L iterature in general 
m ay b e able to transform thoughts whi n 
c natantly applied during a long space of 
tim e, yet Hie daily t ress cuts grooves into 
the hum an brain like a m achine propelled 
bv steam power. It does somet tues in a 
day th a t work which general literature bad 
not been able to perform in a decade. U n­ 
der such conditions we cannot expect of 
I he giant the tenderness and the sensitive­ 
ness of the dw arf we cannot expect of tho 
dynam ite the softness and the carefulness 
of 
tho 
rain 
drew, 
and 
we 
m ust 
therefore not 
w onder th a t 
the 
roads 
which the dynam ic forces of the press 
cut 
through 
our custom ary 
lines 
of 
thought aro som etim es rough, uncouth 
aud rugged, 
and 
th a t 
they lack ih at 
sm oothness and sleekness 
which 
other 
forces would have given it had they beeu 
able, after all, to do the work. The press is 
one of th se modern forces which, like 
steam and electricity, have been unknow n 
in the past and arc com paratively yet of a 
tender age. N otw ithstanding their youth, 
how ever they have Kitten evidence of their 
strength unparalleled bv any for< e know n 
previously. 
They have transform ed the 
whole appearance of the world, and the 
prospects are th a t they may keep on tran s­ 
form ing until a new’, a better and 
A H a p p ie r W o r ld w i l l b e C reated 
by them. 
W hat, however, shall wo understand un­ 
der the nam e ’ Press,” or "Daily Press” ? 
Is it th a t sim ple m achine which presses a 
sheet of paper upon a black plane of type? 
Or is it the com plex m achinery w ith IOO 
wheels and 1000 screws wdiich with auto­ 
m atic prom ptness turns out thousands of 
sheets an hour printed, counted aud folded? 
This w onderful contrivance is generally 
term e I a press, but it is not the press. Is it 
then th at num ber of men who, stick in 
hand, laboriously put together letters into 
words, words into sentences, and sentences 
into 
paragraphs? 
Is 
it 
th at num ber 
of 
m en 
who night and 
day prepare 
w hat is called "reading m atter"? Like 
the m achine which they feed they are still 
m erely a part of Hie press; they are Hie 
bo y which is governed by the m ind, and 
which stands iii close m utuality to it. N<w, 
then, Is the press to be lo iud in those little 
rooms situated som etim es under the very 
roof of tho building, furnished with a sim ­ 
ple chair and a desk upon w hich heaps of 
paper, ink and pen and pots of paste are 
arranged 
w ith 
artistic skiff to resem ­ 
ble ti e antediluvian chaos, and inhabited 
by some hum an boing who apparently 
has 
w ithdraw n 
into 
tins 
solitary 
cell from a turbulent world to i ass tho rest 
of his lifetim e in prayer and penance? 
Or, are the wires th at land in the build­ 
ing of a great journal, and which with light­ 
ning rapidity carry the now s of a world Into 
the silent sanctum of the editor, to be called 
bv th a t rn? sterinus nam e? It you take all 
these different item s together, cable, tele­ 
graph, telephone, editor and reporter, com* 
I ositor ami proofreader, stereo yper aud 
press feeder, bookkeeper and cashier, 
U n w it to t h e N ew spaper tin y 
w ho offers you a t the street corner eight 
sheets covered from top to bottom w ith a 
variety of valuable inform ation for the 
sm allest of your coins, and caff them the 
“Daily Press,” you will have nearly given 
the right nam e to tile right tiling; aud still 
there is som ething yet lacking. You m ay 
behold a m an iii lull possession of ail his 
limbs, of ins vitality, and even of some of 
ins m ental forces, and stiff you m ay hesi­ 
tate to call him a m an. W hat m akes a m an 
indeed is not alone his bodily fram e or the 
psychic forces enlivening it. It is the ap­ 
plication of these forces for tho highest 
aud best aim s and ends, and thus is the 
press not to lie found in its m echanical de­ 
partm ent. not even in its editorial rooms, 
but iii th at spirit which perm eates in a 
thousand stream lets the circle of its u etui- 
ness. which takes hold, as if by distinct, of 
all th at rn the slang phrase is called 
"newsy,” th a t is, winch is considered to Lie 
desired by the masses of the readers, 
it is 
th a t ne spicuity of vision which will catch 
tile first glim m er of the new light, and will 
cheer those w’lio wauder yet in darkm ss 
with the assurance of the m orning to come; 
it is the talen t an I tho genius which are 
the property of the leaders of m ankind. 
H ie press, there ore, is neither a m an. nor 
a num ber of men, nor a machine. It is a 
force, and a spiritual one as such. 
< No age has been so vastly influenced by 
the press as is ours,*and in no age has the 
newspaper become so much one of the 
necessities or life as in the present. A hun­ 
dred years ago it was almost unknown. 
Fifty years ago it was a luxury. Today a 
man might asw ell go Without his break­ 
fast as without Hie morning paper. The 
influence of the press has t een wonderfully 
increased through two powerful helpmates. 
'Ilia invention of labor saving machinery 
basso chi apened the manufacture of the 
newspaper that it is brought within Hie 
reach of even the poorest of Hie poor. The 
multiplication of railroads has helped, not 
only in the distribution of tho sheets in 
wirier circles, hut in tile collecting of all 
the material which is 
W o r t h y of th e H e a d e rs’ N o tic e , 
Through telegraphic communications the 
fortunes of our antipodes are made our own, 
and what Hie youngest child of electricity 
(the long distance telephone) may yet ac­ 
complish can hardly I e imagined at pres­ 
ent. 
I he daily press does not only con­ 
stantly advise the child that it should learn 
how 
to 
read, 
it 
affords 
Hie 
means 
of 
practising 
and 
exercising 
this 
knowledge 
when 
acquired. 
To 
Hie 
masses 
the 
newspaper 
is 
the 
only 
library-rtho ouly intellectual food supply. 
Through the daily press man is made a 
member of tire human society in its vast­ 
ness. Whatever occurs in political, social 
or religious circles, it s brought home to 
the humblest member. 
The reader par­ 
takes of the joys of ins neighbor, he re- 
lob es in his success, he sympathizes with 
nim in his struggles, and he grieves yr,th 
him in his troubles and sorrows. It is a 
medium which not only makes ‘two hearts 
to heat as one.” but which brings millions 
of hearts under thesam om etero. pulsation. 
The first and foremost influence of the 
newspaper consists in that it is a news­ 
paper indeed, that js th at is brings all the 
news that it is able to collect, and the suc­ 
cess of a journal depends on the tact and 
discretion of their selections and the swift­ 
ness of their distribution. Tho rivalry and 
the competition of the great dailies to bring 
the latest news the earliest is so keeu 


that the ordinary reader has hardly an ade­ 
quate conception of the vast sums of money 
which are ex'ended and the trouble that 
is taken to obtain an item a day or an 
hour ahead of the rival, and that without 
constant watchfulness a journal would lose 
its hold upon the public mind. Nothing MI 
of too little an importance as that it should 
not be of interest to some classes of readers, 
and while some news obtained at great ex­ 
pense may appear dispensable to one set of 
readers, another may eagerly look for it and 
thus help to swell the number of its sup­ 
porters. 
The second influence which the daily 
press exerts consists in its function 
Aa T e a c h e r a n d I n s t r u c t o r . 
It is instinctively felt that the one who is 
able to collect all tho news, that the one 
who sifts them and selects those for distri­ 
bution winch bo sees fit. that the one who, 
so to sac, holds his ear closer to the heart of 
humanity and Itears its pulsation more dis­ 
tinctly, should be exactly that person who 
could be relied upon for advice. The editor 
took the place of Hie teacher and tho 
preacher. He discusses the news that he 
lays before his readers, and drawing con- 
c usions. he draws them for his readers to 
save 
them 
the 
trouble 
of 
passing 
through the same mental 
process. 
A 
secret charm ands to 
the 
persuasive 
force of the editorial. It is supposed that 
what so many read must be good and true, 
that what is ottered to so many readers 
must have been well calculated to impress 
them as true, must in fact have been not 
the sentiment ot the one man w ho occupies 
the editorial chair, but the sentiment of the 
thousands of readers. The word of an editor 
can, therefore, not seldom make or unmake 
amati. It can boom an enterprise and it 
can destroy it, and all tiffs merely because 
it is surmised, sometimes rightly and some­ 
times wrongly. Hint the editor or Hie writer 
of the editorial represents public opinion 
and does not speak (or himself to the read­ 
ers, but as their very mouthpiece. 
It will I e not inappropriate to discuss 
here one 
of the influences which the 
daily press is exerting in our days upon {he 
thoughts of men in regard to religion, p ie 
good sense of this institution and its desire 
to satisfy all d mands of the reading pub­ 
lic. bas led the press to recognize the fact 
t at there is a craving for religion in the 
souls of all human beings, and even in 
those men or women who confessedly 
"care not a straw ’ for religion. Great 
journals have found it advantageous not 
alone to open tlitjir columns to the utter­ 
ances of the pulpit, but occasionally to pass 
some flying remarks in regard to them. I 
have nothing to say of tho influence which 
editor ally is exerted upon the religious 
sentiment of readers, but the very admit­ 
tance of pulpit utterances in the nows col­ 
umns has been fruit’ul, it has bv all means 
brought about a bettor understanding of 
the O p in io n s o f H U « e n t.in e C reed !, 
and influenced tile reader to respect more 
highly their representatives. It is the great­ 
est fault that mav be tound with all our 
religious institutions that they naturally 
beget a certain onesidedness. A congre­ 
gation assembles week after week to hear 
the same book read and the same speaker 
dwell on the sam# principles. They never, 
or rarely, hear the other side of the 
story. 
In 
most 
cases tiiev are 
oven 
warned by the speaker not to give it any 
consideration. The sneaker Irmself is not 
a1 waysuniiiased.and if he s he is many times 
obliged to res ort so much the sentiment of 
ins congregation as not to disturb tho peace 
of their minds by alluding to any diversity 
of opinion. The picas visitor of one church 
finds seldom an opportunity to visit another, 
or to listen to the exponent of another creed. 
and 
as a rule we are accustomed to 
consider 
everything 
that 
is 
strange 
to 
us, 
and of 
which we 
know 
lit­ 
tle, as 
hostile to us. 
The 
newspaper 
offering to us Monday morning, on tho same 
sheet, five, six or more sermons, delivered 
by a variety of ministers to a variety of 
denominations, gives us an opportunity to 
compare their different views, and while 
the preacher himself may not feel satisfied 
with the abstract that has been taken from 
his sermon, and mav complain that the best 
ami strongest points have been cut out bv 
tho unmerciful scissors of the night editor, 
the public, nevertheless, catches tile spirit 
of his oration perhaps much better than if 
it was given in full. 
You w ll observe, therefore, my friends, 
how strong tho influence of the cress is 
upon the formation of thought; now its 
force, like 
I l y n a m lte o r G u n p o w d e r , 
breaks new avenues through the network 
of roads which covers the human brain, 
and realizing this force for good or for 
evil, you will become better adapted to 
draw from this bi autiful flower tile honey 
while leaving the poison untouched. Blit 
while I have touched upon the influence of 
the daily press upon the religious depart- 
ii ent of our mind, and as I believe have 
acknowledged its beneficence, I think I 
ought not to forget that we possess an in­ 
stitution which is specifically devoted to 
religion and which ta known by the name 
of the "religious press.”

us weekly 
and they 
can 
be 
found 
upon

tables of every one who is interested in 
some 
denominational 
work, 
Do 
they 
influence human 
thought? 
Do

Perhaps, by the way, 
the progress of m odern fish culture is no 
more aptly shown than by an experim ent 
in the artificial hatching of muscalonge, 
which 
was 
successfully 
accom plished 
at C hautauqua 
lake 
last 
spring. 
Al­ 
though 
shad 
and 
trout 
have 
been 
liatcned in large quantities by artificial 
m enus all experim ents with muscalonge hail 
before this been failures. 
The work was 
done under the direction of the New York 
State Fish Commission, with the object of 
artificially propagating the fish and stock­ 
ing the lakes iii the interior of the State 
w ith them . The account of Hie experi­ 
m ent will be given in tho annua) report of 
the commission, and a hatchery will prob­ 
ably be established to carry on the work at 
C hautauqua lake next year. T he experi­ 
m ent took place at Jam estow n on tho lake, 
and was commenced iii the latter part 
of 
last 
April. 
Jonathan 
Mason, 
an 
assistant at the Caledonia hatchery and a 
fish culturalist of m any years experience, 
was despatched by beth Green on April 28. 
H e a t once commenced operations at Hie 
laket and was assisted by Kleazer Green, a 
resident of Jam estow n, 
who has taken 
great interest in tile artificial propagation of 
muscalonge. 
A seine was employed to 
catch the m ature fish. A fter considerable 
difficulty about a dozen muscalonge, rang­ 
ing in w eight from six to nine pounds were 
caught. Krum a six-pound fem ale about 
2000 
eggs 
in 
good 
condition 
were 
first obtained and then on the following 
day e o .o o u eggs were obtained from a ifl- 
pourid fem ale and 40.000 from two other 
females. The s awn was placed in h atch­ 
ing boxes and kept in still w ater over night. 
Tho next day it was taken across th e lake 
to Southland's cree 
w here there was a lit­ 
tle current. Tile tem perature of the w ater 
ranged from 50 to 56 degrees m od of the 
tim e, but fell as low as 45 degrees, and rose 
as high as 65 degrees before the experim ent 
was finished. Tho form ation of the fish 
In the eggs could be seen on the fifth 
ay, ana the fry commenced 
batching 
on tho eleventh dav. On the tw elfth day 
eggs hatched rapidly, and by night it was 
estim ated th at • 0,000 young muscalonge 
were hatched. Two days later tho fry were 
turned loose in Hie lake. 
I.ack of facilities 
prevented their being kept longer. A num ­ 
ber of them were taken to the Caledonia 
hatchery, where they were exam ined w ith 
a microscope daily, They were three-eighths 
of an inch in longth wdien hatched. They 
showed no m ovem ent of the gills or signs 
of br athing until they were ii days old. 
but the heart action and the circulation 
of tile blood were seen to be strong and 
vigorous. They w’ere helpless little creat­ 
ures, aud lay so quiet for hours at a tim e 
th a t oue would th in k they 
wrere dead. 
W hen 9 days old they showed signs of life. 
They were ttien half an inch in length, ana 
the yolk sack, which is of good size w hen 
they are batched, was tw o thirds absorbed, 
At in days old the yolk-sack is entirely ab­ 
sorbed, and the fish com m ence kicking for 
food. They are then ready to be turned 
into the u’ater and seek their own sub­ 
sistence. Isn’t this odd?

I am 
rather inclined to th in k th at I kuow some­ 
thing about the m atter. 
I ani an elderly 
gentlem an, in easy circum stances, and have 
one hobby, and only one. and th a t is cook­ 
ing. I m arried late in life, and th e ouly 
question I asked m y m other-in-law was 
w hether her daughter could cook. 
I was told th a t though she had not up to 
the present attained m uch proficiency in 
the culinary art, vet. being a very apt 
scholar, site could undoubtedly learn in 
time. 
"M adam ,” said I, "m y wife m ust be a 
lady who will never enter the kitchen.” 
"T hen,” said the, "I think Lillian will 
suit you perfectly,” and in two weeks we 
were m arried, and, although th a t is some 
years ago now, I have never had the least 
occasion to com plain. 
Sue is an artist of 
the a sthetic school, though her appetite is 
kept in excellent condition by a six-mile 
pedestrian tour, which I insist th at she 
shall take daily, no m atter w hat the 
w eather is." 
Some 2d years ago I becam e m uch in ter­ 
ested in a little tiook called “How to Live 
on Twelve Cents a D ay.” w ritten by that 
del ightful old crank. Hie late Dr. Dio I owls. 
He had it all figured down fine, but lie 
didn t have anything to say about the 
"choicest food”—not m uch. 
His diet, as 
stated in the book, consisted entirely of 
beans, oatm eal and water. But the pam ph­ 
let was very well w ritten and certainly has 
had a great deal of in ueuceover the life 
of the w riter 
I need scarcely aav th a t tho 
little book was w ritten long before Dr. 
Tanner showed us how to live on nothing 
at all, 
As I have said. tho book interested me im ­ 
mensely. and lur tho last 20 years I have 
been Studying how to Iii e econom ically ami 
well. Now, I do my own m arketing, and I 
will cheerfully w alk from th e South Eud, 
where I reside, to Quincy M arket to save a 
nickel. If any one should cavel a t this and 
say th at it Is false economy, I have only to 
say th a t my economy does not e • ti nd be­ 
yond my nobby, ami th at in keeping my ac­ 
counts. which I do w ith the utm ost exacti­ 
tude. I only enter those item s which come 
under the general nam e of food. 
Those who have read the story of Count 
Mmnford will rem em ber th ai th a t gentle­ 
m an. w hilst studying to fet d the thousands 
of Belg au beggars «n a penny a tiny. would 
pay $ .0 fora tmh for his own table, and so 
if I wish to hir a herdic to bring home a 
m utton chop, surely it is my own affair. 
Now as to cooking 
I do my own, and 
w hilst I am alw ays w illing to learn, and. in 
fact, am learning som ething new every 
day, I confess to a slight prejudice against 
cook ng schools, for w hat are they, after 
all? i ’ll say no m ore on tiffs head, for if I 
do I shall have tho ladies down on me. and 
th a t would never do. But now, af er 20 
years spent in getting things down to a fine 
point, and believing th at I had gone a long 
ways towards solving the 
problem of 
"tho 
greatest 
good 
of 
the 
greatest 
num ber,” it seem s too bad to lie told, 
and by one in authority too, t Mat I hail only 
reached the half-way house as it were! Yes, 
after all my troubles and trials it costs ex ­ 
actly 50 cents per diem for food for myself 
and wife, and we don’t have the "choicest 
food” either. To lie sure it is aff good and 
wholesome, and there is always plenty, but 
all the same it is a long, long w»y from 
“choice.” 
As I keep an exact account of everything 
in this connection, perhaps T he Globe 
readers would like to see w hat can be done 
w ith #3.50per week, and I wish tosay right 
hi re th at this is no theoretical nor fanciful 
com pilation, but a sim ple transcript from 
niv journal, com m encing S unday;

I cook everything myself, even coffee^ 
w ith the siiiglo exception of bread, aud I 
have found bym any years’ experience that, 
in Boston at least, I can purchase better 
bread than I can m ake. 
Vienna bread is 
universally conceded to be m ore palatable 
than anyttnng th at can be m ade at home. 
It is perhaps som ew hat more expensive, but 
if we take into consU erat on the num erous 
accidents th a t are likely to happen, even in 
the best regulated fam ilies, between the 
flour barrel and the t-ablo the actual differ­ 
ence in cost will be found to be trifling. 
W ith Hi s exception I do not think there 
will be found anvilling extravagant in my 
bill of fare. 
Mrs. Ewing spoaks of porterhouse steaks 
and all the fruits in season. I confess to a 
weakness for fruits, as my bill of fare 
am ply shows, but I never can find enough 
left from my allowance to purchase any 
great, variety. I pay 5 cents a pound for 
Turkish prunes when I would m uch pretor 
the French variety, and my staple fruit the 
year round is apples. T he item of coff ee 
may to some appear extravagant, and to 
this I plead guilty, w ith extenuating cir­ 
cum stances. 
To begin with, I learned to 
m ake it iii the Latin countries, and have 
been told by epicures th a t it Is excellent; 
incidentally I m av sav th a t from one-half 
pound of raw coffee I usually m ake 2l cups, 
It will be noticed th a t I use about seven 
pounds of m eat Der week,and if tiffs am ount 
should be considered too ■mall I will say 
th a t I behove th at by my process of cooking 
I get as much nutrition out of it as the ordi­ 
nary cook would out of twice as much ; and 
now to stun up. I think I have establi*hed 
I eyond dispute th a t a fam ily of from four 
to six persons cannot live,it* Boston a t least, 
for SI.75 per week. 


Fattening Oysters. 
[New York Graphic.] 
T he business of planting oysters and hav­ 
ing them grow' properly after they aro 
planted is not very well understood by Hie 
general public. 
T here is a great deal of 
money invested in the industry along Dela­ 
w are bay. and occasionally some of those 
heavily interested in ft financial m anner 
come out at the little end of the Lorn. The 
proceu* of catching oysters and fatten.ug 


them for m arket is, to sav the least, a very 
interesting one. 
After th e oysters are 
caught they are placed on an im uieuse 
float, whi h is air-tight on all four sides. 
There are a em ptier of corks at tho bottom 
of this float, and after the oysters have 
been laid out on the bottom the corks are 
w ithdraw n, allowing tho float to fill w ith 
w ater and go to the bottom of the bay. The 
oysters will then open their m onths like 
anv other fish and drink to theit h eart’s 
content. 
After two or throe tides have 
swi ut over them they are brought to the 
surface once more. 
By this tim e they have 
become plum p oysters, ready for m arket.

M ercantile collections have im proved at 
Pittsburg, Detroit, Galveston, Memphis. 
Boston and New York, but are slow at Kan­ 
sas City. Tho dr> goods, tea and coffee 
m arkets show little change of m ice on the 
w eek; wheat, flour. tu rk. lings, . cattle, 
sugar, tea. cotton, pig iron and -steel rails 
have aff been w eaker, and most ai them 
are lower in price. Cottons and woollen 
goods are f.ruler arni tend in ward. Indian 
corn, lard and oat - are also strong, and rice 
is im proving slowly.

In Sir W alter Scott’s “Waverley,” atter 
the Baron had shaken Edward heartily by 
tlie hand in the English fashion, he em­ 
braced him a la mode 
Francaise, and 
k seed him an both sides 
of his face; 
wh ie the hardne s of hts grip and the 
Quantity of Scotch snuff which his accolade 
communicated called corresponding drops 
of moisture to the eyes of his guest. 
Among the Gormans it is no uncommon 
tight to find 1 wo great bearded and mous­ 
tached giants kissing each other Uke a pair 
of turtle doves. In July. 1888, when the 
Emperor William met the Russian Czar at 
St. Petersburg, the two rulers embraced and 
biased each other several times. 
There is no doubt, however, that Germans 
fully appreciate osculation between mem­ 
ber-; of the opposite sex. In a well-known 
German novel this passage occurs: "Sophia 
returned my kiss and the earth went from 
under my feet: my soul was no longer in 
my body: I touched the stars: I knew the 
hippiness of Seraphim.’' And it may be 
aided that an enthusiastic old German 
beau of former times declared, as the re­ 
sult of practical experience, that kissing 
was an infallible cure for the toothache! 
Among the English the custom has be­ 
come obsolete. As for women kissing each 
ether, the modern rhymster says: 
Mea scorn lo kiss unions themselves, 
And scarce will kiss a brother; 
Women often want to kiss so much 
They iituuk and kiss each other. 
Kisses have been the reward of genius, 
as when Voltaire was publicly kissed in the 
statue box by the young and lovely Duchess 
de V Ulars. who was ordered by an enthusi­ 
astic pit thus to reward tho author of "Me 
rope.”

And fully as famous, and per­ 
haps in a better cause, w as the self-denying 
patriotism of the beautiful Lady Gordon, 
who. when the ranks of the Scottish regi­ 
ments had been sadly thinned by cruel 
Balai oz and Salamanca, turned recruiting 
sergeant, and. to tempt the gallant lads. 
placed the recruiting shilling in her lips. 
from whence who would might take it with 
his own. 
In England, during the last century, a 
certain candidate for a Norfolk borough 
kissed the voters’ wives with guineas in his 
mouth, for which he was expelled from the 
House. Georgiana, Duchess of Devonshire. 
gave Steel, the butcher, a kiss for his vote 
nearly a century ago. 
There have been bargains for kisses. A 
French poet speaks of a country girl who 
required “30 sheep for one short kiss.” 
The shepherd thought the bargain a good 
one. but the next day he was agreeably as­ 
tonished at being able to get from the same 
girl 30 kisses for one sheep. And then 
The morrow, Phyllis, far more tender. 
Trembling, she would lose the bliss. 
Was very happy to surrender 
Thirty sheep for on* short kiss. 
Strode, a minor English poet of the seven­ 
teenth century, writes about how he and 
his sweetheart played for kisses: 
My love and I for kisses played, 
She would keep stakes, I was content; 
But when I won she would be paid— 
This made me ask her what she meant. 
Nay, since I see {quoth she) you wrangle in rain, 
Take your own kisses, give me mine again! 
Some time ago a Mr. Finch, who was in 
the jewelry business in Newbern, sold to a 
young lady named Miss Availers what was 
described as a beautiful set of real jet, the 
bargain being that he was to receive in pay­ 
ment IOO kLses.to be paid at the rate of one 
kiss daily. Mr. Finch was to call at the 
lady’s house every day, Sundays excepted, 
to receive his daily kiss, which Miss Waters 
undertook and promised to daily deliver to 
him.

The plaintiff set up the 
further plea that there was a difference be­ 
tween active and passive kisses; that Miss 
Waters had promised to give him a certain 
number of kisses-not merely allow bim to 
take them —and that giving kisses was an 
aet which re fire d the use of the lips. The 
case was the subject of cons durable contra 
versy in the press and elsewhere, hut a 
compromise of some sort was brought about. 
Au equally remarkable kissing transac­ 
tion occurred in Austria: In this instance 
a kiss was actually cu tu p for sale at auc­ 
tion. and publicly bestowed upon the high­ 
est bidder. The occasion was a charity fete 
got up in the little town of Torrantal on 
behalf the poor ot Agram. The well-meant 
?ndeavor of the benevolent ladies and gen- 
lemen who acted as salesmen and stall­ 
holder to induce visitors to purchase tri es 
exposed for saleat 20times their value had 
not succeeded. Business was not brisk. The 
public who had tilled the sale were not in a 
generous mood, and the organizers of the 
fete were disheartened. At this juncture 
one of the lady patronesses a remarkably 
beautiful woman, had what she th ' ught a 
happy in pi ration. She took her husband 
aside, c o n fe rre d with him for a few min­

W H E R E DAY B E C IN 8 . 


The Land First Kissed by the Morn­ 
ing Sun.

The callow operator of today can lean 
back in hts chair and indulge in a mocking 
laugh over the troubles which interrapted 
business betw een Important centres in the 
early Oars of the telegraph. About 1865 
the best talent of the Pacific coast was non­ 
plused over a break in the line between 
V irginia City and San Francisco. The wire 
carried the stock quotations, and the m ar­ 
ket was prostrated bv the failure to hear 
from the mines. Stations were a long way 
apart, 70 miles frequently intervening be­ 
tween operators. Frank Bell was superin­ 
tendent of the mountain division, where 
grades were so heavy that linemen had to 
clamber up the hills by a hand-over-hand 
process. An in s p e c tio n did not disclose the 
break 
Another lineman was sent, and lie 
returned with the news that the wire was 
all right. 
Three days had elapsed without a mes­ 
sage between the two feverish markets of 
Nevada and California, and speculators sur­ 
mised that some one was playing crooked. 
Ti,en Frank Bell got mad. He swore that 
lie would go over tne line himself and ex­ 
am ne every inch of wire. Then lie sallied 
forth with blood in his eye and a couple of 
six-shooters in his belt. He fared no Letter 
than his pi1 decessors, although he stuck to 
his resolution to inspect every inch of that 
wire. Once only did lie falter. The wire 
was stretched across the top of a high hill, 
w here it passed1 behind a tree.

About a mile of wire 
and poles had as completely disappeared as 
though they had been swallowed up by tho 
earth. No trace could be found of the miss­ 
ing material and the line was reconstructed.

Ho worked for three weeks 
on the case, exploring a country that was a 
mere desert. He was despondent and about 
to abandon all further search when he ran 
across the material in question. He was 
stopping over night at a small ranch, which 
was surrounded by a neat wire fence. 
Barbed wire was unknown, and the ranch­ 
man was taxed with stealing the Overland 
line. Tho old settler, who had built a first- 
class corral at little cost, admitted the im­ 
peachment.

Agents of brokers, 
who had been sent to Virginia City on the 
same mission, tumbled to the deal to shut 
them out, and induced the manager to wire 
to headquarters for special instructions. 
The question of priority on three wires was 
raised, and the president wired back that 
priority could only be claimed on a single 
wire and not on the whole system. Wil­ 
liams was knocked out, I ut fortune favored 
him by delaying the decision several days. 
Hastily collecting a camping outfit and 
hiring a wagon, the plucky operator started 
for the brusli where Ie concealed himself 
at a spot convenient to the telegraph line. 
The wire was tapped and a receiver and 
transui Her cut into the circuit, in this way 
Williams learned everything that passed 
over Hie wires. Nothing interested hun un­ 
til one day the electric spark Hashed the 
news of the d cisioii. A week’s vigil had 
almost exhausted tile patience of the des­ 
perate schemer. His acute ear detected the 
first announcement, aud instantly ground­ 
ing the wire he broke the circuit, and then 
cutting in lie took up the story and sent an 
opposite decision through. A cipher was to 
apprise Ii is coniedeiates in San Francisco 
what way to buy. The ingenious swindle 
fortunately was Irustated by Mr. Yountz, 
who was chief operator in this city. He de­ 
tected Williams’ characteristic style in the 
sending, and knowing that Williams was 
not supposed to be handling a key in Vir­ 
ginia City lie ordered the bogus and cypher 
despatches to be detained. H s susp cions 
were further confirmed by Virginia City 
messages beginning to arrive from the regu­ 
lar operator. 
Tho facts, embracing lite 
language of lo th despatches, were com­ 
pared over the wire and Hie fraud exposed. 
This ended Williams’connection with the 
telegraph system of the l ad tic slope. His 
talents were diverted to stock ohbiug. in 
which he realized and dissipated several 
f o r tu n e s .__________________ 


C reat Ocean Depths. 
[St. James’ Gazette.] 
Her m ajesty’s surveying-ship Egeria. un­ 
der the command of Captain P. Aldrich, R. 
N., has, during a recent sounding cruise 
and search for reported banks to the south 
of the Friendly Islands, obtained two very 
deep soundings of 4295 fathoms and 4-430 
fathoms, equal to five English miles, re­ 
spectively, the latter in lat. 24'37' S.. long. 
175 8' W„ the other about 12 miles to the 
southward. 
These depths are m ire than 
looo f atlioms gri atef than any before ob 
tain d in tin1 Southern hemisphere, ami are 
only surpassed, so far as is yet known, in- 
three spots of the world—-one of 4055 fath­ 
oms off the northeast coa-t o Japan, found 
bv tile United States steamship Tuscarora; 
one of 4475 lath' ins south of the Ladrone 
Islands, by the Challenger, and one of 4561 


fathoms north of Porto Rico. by the United 
Staffs ship Blake. Captain Aldrich’s sound­ 
ings were obtained with a Lucas souucnng- 
machine and a galvanized 
wire. 
The 
deeper one oceupieu three hours ana was 
obtained in a considerably confused sea. a 
specimen of the bottom being successfully 
recovered. 
Temperature of the bottom 
33,7' Fahrenheit. 


FLORIDA SPONGE FISHING. 


An Inexhaustible Supply Which Takes 
Some Skill to Bring to the Surface. 
[Forest ami stream.] 
The sponge reef of Florida begins a few 
miles east of Apalachicola, and hugs the 
coast to within 50mites of Cedar Keys; then 
there is a break ot IOO miles, after which it 
reappears and runs south without interrup­ 
tion to Key West and the Bahama Islands. 
This re -f, a rocky ridge, sometimes of gen­ 
uine limestone, but generally of corah be­ 
gins some six or eight miles from shore and 
continues out indefinitely; in fact, where- 
ever there is a rocky bottom sponges are 
said to be found, and the only reason that 
the fisheries (lo not extend completely 
around the Gulf coast is that in places, as 
off the coast of Texas or Cedar Keys, this 
rocky bottom begins in w ater too deep to 
permit of profitable sponging. 
The average depth of water on the St. 
Mark’s reef at six miles from land is lo 
feet. The sponges are in great abundance 
and of good quality, being much better than 
those from the coast of Mexico, but rather 
inferior to the Bahama variety. The supply 
is practically inexhaustib e, as they grow 
almost as fast as gathered, a sponge requir­ 
ing only two years to reach maturity. 
The vessels used in the business are gen­ 
erally schooners of about eight t i»s burden. 
They carry two small boats or dinkies, and 
are manned by a crew of five. Provisions 
are gene rally laid in for six weeks at a time, 
the usual limit of a cruise, At the reef two 
men go to each of the dinkies and tile work 
begins. < ne slowly sculls around by a stern 
oar, while his companion examines the bed 
of the sea through a bucket with a glass 
bottom. This simple contrivance s fast­ 
ened to the side of the boat 'ow enough 
down to rest partially in the water, and by 
placing his bead inside the bucket one can 
see with distinctness objects at a depth of 
even 30 feet. 
When a desirable sponge is spied it is 
brought up by a hook fastened on the end 
Ol a long pole. Herein lies the science of 
the craft, the knowing how to hook a sponge 
without tearing it all to pieces. A great 
deal of knack is requisite and is to be ac­ 
quired only after long practice; and good 
hookers are always in much demand. Thus 
these men york on, day after day. under 
the tropical sun that burns and browns the 
stein until one cannot tell a white man 
from a negro. It is a desperately hard life, 
mote severe than any other I have ever 
seen, and it requires men of no ordinary 
constitution to stand up to it. Naturally, 
then, the spongers, as a race, are an exceed­ 
ingly muscular set. Four of the crew be­ 
ing thus employed the duty of the fifth is 
to remain on the schooner and keen ut* 
with the dinkies, so that in case bf a ■ quail 
or a b'oken oar, he will be on hand to ren­ 
der prompt assistance. He also does Hie 
cooking, mends ropes, lays out sponges 
aud plays the part of general ut Pity man,

“Tell me something about yourself.”

men” in the country, who has been in the 
city for a few days. 
Billy looks more like a bank president 
than a gambler, aud his conversation is in 
keeping with hts looks. 
He is well edu­ 
cated. speaks several languages fluently, 
and as he lins knocked around the World for 
a good many joars. he has had some in­ 
teresting experiences 
“I have gambled for about 30 years.” he 
said, “and am, I suppose, what you would 
call an old stager in the business, My first 
gambling was done in St. Louts. I had 
about $40, and I lost every cent of it. I 
borrowed $5 from a friend and won enough 
to take me to Denver, which was then 
called Pike's Peak. 
I got work in a 
gambling house there, and as I am naturally 
quick at picking up things and used to 
watch tlie men play. I soon caught on 
te a great many tricks. 
In 12 months I 
had rftearlv $30,000 in 
my bank at St. 
Louis, but it didn’t stay long.” 
"Tell me of the biggest game you ever 
took part in.” 
"The biggest game I ever played in was at 
Pike's Peak in ’76. There were four of us 
in the game. Dock Nagle, Jim Bell, Charley 
Sampson and myself. 
From IO o’clock 
Thursday night until 12 o clock Friday I 
had won $15,000. After I left Denver I ran 
on the Mississippi boats in partnership with 
George Duval and ‘Canada Bill.’ I saw a 
great many exciting things-on th at river. 
Gamblers were the biggest men on the 
boats. I shall never forget an incident that 
happened on the steatite! Bart Able. A 
young man about 19 or 20 was playing in 
tbe cabin with some gamblers. He was a 
handsome boy, and my heart went out to 
him when I thought of what he must lose. 
He was on his way to St. Louis with about 
$2500 his father had given him to deposit 
iii Hie bank. Some gamblers roped him 
into the game, and robbed him out of every 
dollar he had. When the poor fellow saw 
that lie had lost all of his money, he pulled 
a revolver from his pocket and blew out his 
brains. 
"Canada Bill was one of the smartest men 
who ever handled a card. He went to 
Dodge City, Kau., and opened a faro bank 
with a man named Blackburn. Bill was a 
great hunter, and while Blackburn looked 
alter business Bill hunted. 
One day Bill 
looked in the drawer and saw a tab for 
$500. Blackburn told him a man with a 
white hat had won it. Bill said nothing, 
but kept on hunting. Finally another tab 
for $1000 dropped in the drawer. Black­ 
burn told the same old story, ‘a man with a 
white hat had won it.’

The returns from fem ale workers all over 
the S tate have all been received and are 
now being: com piled and tabulated for the 
labor 
com m issioner’s 
annual

Am ong other things they show th a t a 
large proportion of th e women who earn 
their own living are young girls who in­ 
tend to work m erely for a short tim e. 
m any of them in order to secure a sm all 
sum 
beforo 
becoming 
m arried. 
The 
fact th a t their labor is m erely of a tem ­ 
porary n ature no doubt partially accounts 
for the fact th a t w om en’s wages are so 
m uch lower than those of men. A surpris­ 
ingly large num ber have money deposited 
in banks or invested in a home. The highest 
wages receit ed by a wom an is 812 per week, 
the m unificent pay of one of the forewomen 
in a W aterville mill. The lowest for steady 
em ploym ent is $3 weekly. Tim work of tile 
departm ent during th e vearhas been m ainly 
devoted to the condition of fem ale laborers, 
and its report will contain some very inter­ 
esting statistics on th is subject.
